WASHINGTON, May 7.—President 
| Hoover expressed gratification today 
lover the progress made by the Pre- 
paratory Disarmament Commission 
and the manner in which the world 
powers had received the American 
| Naval proposals as submitted by 
Ambassador Hugh S. Gibson during 
the session which concluded yester- 
day at Geneva. 

“Ta greatly gratified at the 
promising character of the results 
for naval reduction arising out of the 
recent Geneva conference,’’ the Pres- 
ident said. ‘‘All of the principa! 
naval powers have expressed adher- 
ence to the principles suggested by 
the American delegation, which in- 
clude the conception of reduction in- 
stead of limitation of naval strength. 


Promises Frompt Action. 


“They have‘ expressed their desire 
for full and frank discussion and the 
development of the American for- 
mula into a practical step. The man- 
ner by which these discussions are 
to be initiated has not yet been de- 
termined, put the question will be 
followed up promptly.”’ 

As President Hoover understands 
it, armament reduction means re- 
trenchment in construction or equip- 
ment. His idea is that, as far as the 
naval armament of most countries is 
concerned, there will be little needa 
of costly curtailment, and that re- 
duction will consist in not making 
Teplacements for ships subject to 
agreement that become obsolete. 

Suggestions in London that the 
next move for a formal naval con- 
ference would be up to Washington 
are accepted with reserve here, 
where the view is held that any such 
speculation is highly premature. 

As the naval limitation question 
now stands, the proposals of Ambas- 
sador Gibson have been taken under 
consideration by the various naval 
powers and will be subjected to in- 
tensive study. 


Must Work Toward Agreement. 


When the governments have reached | 


a point that would warrant consul- 
tation formally or informally among 
themselves, as well as with the 
United States, further progress will 
_ be possible in the direction of an 
agreement on a common formuia for 
naval limitation. 

This procedure will be followed 
promptly, but no one here will un- 
dertake to predict at this time how 
long it will require for consumma- 
tion. The Preparatory Disarmament 
Commission has adjourned -sine die 
at Geneva, but it may be called into 
session again by the chairman, and 
when the powers are agreed that the 
time is opportune, it is assumed 
the commission will be convoked. 

It is the opinion in official circles 
here that progress toward an even- 
tual conference will proceed without 
Tespect to the 1932 conference that is 
scheduled to revise the terms of the 
Washington five-power naval trea- 
ties. It is confidently expected that 


some formula will be agreed upon 
for naval reduction or limitation 
which will leave the conference 
lanned for Washington in 1932 with 
ittle to do, or _ even aging gad 
obviate the necessity of holding it.

SINCLAIR GETS JOB 
AS JAIL PHARMACIST 


| He Is Assigned at Once to Work 
| He Did Before He En- 
| tered Oil Business.

Ex-Bookie Chats With Him on 
‘Horses—Mrs. Sinclair Living in 
Capital During His Term.

WASHINGTON, May 7.—Harry 
F. Sinclair, co-defendant with former 
Secretary Albert B. Fall in the Tea- 
pot Dome criminal and civil court 
‘actions; who last night began serving 
his ninety days’ sentence for con- 
tempt of the Senate, is now the 
pharmacist of the District of Colum- 
bia jail. The oil man was one of the 
\first of the more than 600 prisoners 
jin the jail to get up this morning. 
| After a talk with Major William 
L. Peak, the superintendent, the 
prisoner was assigned to.the hospita) 
unit and placed in charge of tie 
pharmacy. ; 
‘Mr. Sinclair, who was a druggist 
before he was an oil man, is the 
first registered pharmacist to be in- 
earcerated in the jail in more than 
twenty years. 

Mr. Sinclair’s status in the prison 
is exactly that of any other prisoner. 
He has asked no favors and is not 
sending out for his meals, but told 
Major Peak he would ‘“‘do his bit’’ 
like the other prisoners. He ate 
| with the ‘‘detail unit,’’ of which he 
is now one. For breakfast he had 
bacon and eggs, coffee and toast; for 
lunch, ham and beans, bread. and 
coffee, and for supper, beef stew, 
prunes, bread and coffee. 


Still Interested in Horses.

ment. The bookmaker was the first 
to strike up an acquaintance with 
the oil man. 

“T have taken a lot of bets on 
your horses and have made a lot 
more of my own,’’ the bookmaker 
said, ‘‘and I have always wanted 
to meet you, but I am sorry it had 
to be in jail.”’

NEWCOMB, N. Y., ‘May 7.—Two 
balloonists, the last crew to report 
of the twelve entries in the Na- 
tional Elimination Race which 
started in Pittsburgh Saturday, 
stumbled out of the wilderness near 
here today, ravenous and not far 
from exhaustion, They kad under- 
gone fifty-two hours of dogged 
wandering in rain and mist in one 
of the most desolate regions of the 
Adirondacks after their ice-coated 
craft came down to earth at 7:15 
o’clock last Sunday morning. 

They were E. J. Hill and his aide, 
Arthur G. Schlosser? pilots of the 
balloon entered in the race by The 
Detroit Times. 

As the crow flies, the derelict bal- 
loon is only twelve miles from here. 
Moreover, it is only three miles, half 
of that by water, from a motor road. 
But, as Mr. Hill said tonight, with a 
spark of ironical humor, ‘‘naturally, 
we always went in the wrong direc- 
tion.”’ > 


Nearly Landed in Swamp. 


The ‘‘wrong direction’’ was taken 
just a few moments after the two 
airmen avoided a landing, which 
might have been disastrous, in a 
virtually impassable swamp. By dis- 
carding their ballast, including their 
food supply, they managed to float a 
little longer and when they came 
down, did so without much damage 
to the craft. 

A party of men in charge of Ernest 
Risk, hunter, trapper and guide, 
found the balloon this afternoon and 
sc‘vaged part of its equipment. Risk 
and a dozen others plan to go out 
again tomorrow and bring the big 
700-pound bag back, carrying it 
part of the way to the motor road 
afoot and part down the length of 
Newcomb Lake by boat. 

One of the aeronauts, they haven’t 
decided which, is going out tonight 
to Tupper Lake, a forty-mile motor 
ride, where he can take a train for 
Detroit. With him he will carry their 
barograph, most precious of their 
instruments, which they toted on 
their march in search of civilization. 


Used Pneumatic Boat. 


Foodless, not even aware what 
State.they were in or which way to 
go, since virtually the entire balloon 
drift had been through rain, fog 
and clouds which prohibited the tak- 
ing of bearings or position, the two 
aeronauts chose the  barograph, 
which recorded their varying alti- 
tudes and time, to carry with them, 
and another heavy but essential ma- 
chine, a pneumatic collapsible boat. 

The barograph was the trophy of 
their feat, the boat the possible 
means of saving their lives. In it 
they paddled hopefully around the 
berders of two lakes and after the 
second voyage came ashore not far 


from the road where they discovered 
and hailed Howard Anderson, a 
native of this place, at 11 o’clock 
this morning. 

Anderson gave them lunch.-at his 
home near by and they went on this 
afternoon to the Lake Harris:House, 
close to here. 

‘‘We thought we were lost,’ said 
Mr. Hill tonight, ‘‘and didn’t have 
much hope. We had no idea 
whatsoever where we were. The

Wheat Jams Canada’s Ports ; 
Pool’s High Price Is Blamed 


PORT COLBORNE, Ont., ‘May 
7 (Canadian Press).—Fifteen ves- 
sels were tied up today with more 
than 5,000,000 bushels of grain 
aboard, and marine men said it 
was not probable that the con- 
gestion would be relieved before 
another ten weeks. 

Shippers and ship captains here 
commented much like a Montreal 
harbor official, who said that 
European buyers were refusing to 
buy Canadian wheat because they 
would not pay the high prices of 
the Western wheat pool. 


MONTREAL, Que., May 7.—No 
relief of the grain congestion in 
the harbor appeared in sight to- 
day.- Three freighters arrived 
from lake ports. These took the 
place of three which unloaded 
170,439 bushels of wheat into the 
elevators and left seventy-six ves- 
sels waiting to unload. Deliveries 
to tramp boats in twenty-four 
hours was but 24,000 bushels. 
There are 6,623,100 bushels of 
grain in the holds of vessels lying 
here.

‘SHOT DEAD IN PRANK 


Tries Playfully to Seize Pistol 
of Policeman Near Campus 
and Discharges Weapon. 








ACCIDENT AT POLICE BOOTH 





Spot a Favorite Student Haunt 
—Football Star Mourned 
by Campus Comrades. 





In what apparently was a moment 
of skylarking Edwin Hill, halfback 
on New York University’s great foot- 
ball team of last Fall, accidentally 
shot and killed himself last night. 
The bullet was from the service 
pistol of Patrolman Joseph Green of 
the High Bridge police station. The 
shooting occurred at the police booth 
at 18lst Street and University Ave- 
nuée, just across the street from 
Gould Hall, one of the university’s 
major buildings. 

A police investigation was started 
at once under Deputy Police Com- 
missioner Felix Muldoon. John E. 
McGeehan, District Attorney of the 
Bronx, also went to the scene, and 
Detective Raskin of the Highbridge 
station was assigned to investigate. 


Death Reported Accidental. 
That the death was an accident 


was briefly asserted in the report at 
Police Headquarters last night. At 
the Deputy Chief Inspector’s office 
other details were gathered and 
these coincided with the story told 
by Green. 

According to the policeman, Hill 
with a friend, John Bunyan, a for- 
mer N. Y. U. guard, stopped at the 
booth and began a conversation with 
him. The booth is a popular meet- 
ing place and the policemen who 
patrol that beat are favorites with 
the undergraduates. 

Hill, whose high spirits were wide- 
ly known on'the campus, saw two 
young girls strolling down University 
Avenue toward the corner. With 
mock anger, the Green declared, Hill 
shouted to the patrolman: 

‘Let me have your nightstick. I'll 
chase ’em away.”’ 

The halfback fell into a clinch with 
Green, wrestling for the club. In 
some manner which Green could not 
explain, the athlete grabbed his ser- 
vice pistol from its holster. When 
Green saw the pistol he tried to seize 
it. But at that instant the weapon 
went off. Hill fell. The bullet had 
pierced his left breast, killing him 
instantly. 


Hill Out -for a Stroll. 


Bunyan corroborated the police- 
man’s story. He and Hill, he said, 
had left the latter’s apartment, 152 
West Burnside Avenue, for a stroll. 
Their steps took them naturally 
enough, he said, to the familiar 
friendly gathering place at the cor- 
ner where they expected to meet 
friends. 


News of the fatal accident spread 
swiftly over the campus. It caused 
a sudden shocked sorrow, and 
brought a crowd of students and 
others to the spot. All of them had 
know Hill, for he was not only a 
campus hero but a campus favorite.

early was ‘‘Chick’’ Meehan, 
of the N. ¥. U. football team, who 
paid a tribute to Hill as a great 
player, a great sportsman and gentle- 
man.

Hill had lived for several years— 
ever since he came to college here— 
with two: friends, Stanley W. Ben- 
jamin of the Class of 1924 and 
Charles Myron, ’23..

MEXICO CITY, May 7.—Willing- 
ness to discuss with Catholic prelates 
cooperation for the settlement of the 
government’s three-year-old contro- 
versy with the Church is expressed 
in a. statement issued by President 
Portes Gil today. 

The statement was in answer to a 
recent declaration in Washington by 
Mgr. Leopoldo Ruiz y Flores, Arch- 
bishop of Michoacan, one of the chief 
members of the Mexican episcopate. 
Among other things Mgr. Ruiz ex- 
pressed his belief that the religious 
conflict was not motivated by any 
cause which could not be corrected 
by men of good-will. 

In his desire to respond to this attti- 
tude, President Portes Gil reiterated 
a recent statement of his that the 
Catholic Church as an _ institution 
had nothing to do with the recently 
suppressed Escobar revolt and that 
many dignified Catholic leaders had 
counselled respect for law and order. 

The statement this evening recalls 
a discussion to settle the dispute held 
between former President Calles and 
Archbishop Ruiz, which, he says, 
broke down for reasons beyond the 
control of General Calles. This par- 
ley was held about the time of tho 
assassination of President-elect Obre- 
gon. 


No Relations With Rome. 


The statement says, in part: 

“Tf Archbishop Ruiz desires to dis- 
cuss with me a way to bring about | 
cooperation in a moral effort for the 
benefit of the Mexican people which 
he desires, I shall be glad to talk 
with him on the subject.’’ 

In his declaration President Portes 
Gil also emphasized that for more 
than half a century the Mexican

WASHINGTON, May 7.—Defeat for 
the Hoover Administration in its 
opposition to the export debenture 
provisions of the Senate farm relief 
bill loomed as a strong probability 
today as both sides massed their 
forces for the vote, which is ex- 
pected in the Senate late tomorrow 
afternoon. 

Despite efforts of administration 
leaders to gain more support, they 
conceded tonight that the situation

The measure is the oitcOMe of Re 
publican promises in the Preésidenti: 
campaign, and aims to give addec 
protection to agriculture and othe: 
complaining industries. The revisioz 
generally, is upward. 

Hardly had the bill been offered t: 
the House when it was apparent the‘ 
it would be the basis for one of th: 
most spectacular tariff contests in 
the history of the United States. 

Protests were heard from member: 
of Congress which were sufficiently 
explosive to bring predictions that 
there would be a revolt in the House. 
Interested organizations emitted 
statements bristling with indignation. 

While the dissatisfied ones may be 
in a minority of those affected, they 
are making the most noise, The bill 
is too big for anybody to. digest thor- 
oughly in the comparatively few 
hours since it was introduced. It 
,| comprises about 83,000 words, and 
most of those who require time to 
read and study the measure are yet 
to be heard from. 

Majority Plans Quick Action. 

Democratic members of the Ways 
and Means Committee will meet 
Thursday to consider the bill. Every 
effort the Democrats can make to 
change the Republican rates, how- 
ever, is likely to be voted down. The 
majority program is to report the 
measure to the House on Thursday 
afternoon. On Friday a rule limit- 
ing debate will be offered by the Re- 
publicans. Majority Leader Tilson 
said tonight that he thought the 
House would pass the bill in the last 
week of the month. 

President Hoover, in campaign 
speeches and his inaugural address, 
called for a ‘“‘limited revision of the 
existing Fordney-McComber tariff, 
which has been on the statute books 
since 1922.” It is a question of opin- 
ion at this writing whether the new 
bill constitutes a limited . revision. 
Every schedule, except that on tob- 
acco, has undergone proposed 
changes, Perhaps from one-fourth 
to one-third of the existing tariff 
rates are revised, mostly upward.

ORLEANS, France, May 7,.—Or- 
leans, the most devoted of all cities 
to the memory of Joan of Are 
dropped back five centuries tonight 
to celebrate as never before since 
the event itself, its liberation by the 
sainted maid. Nearly 100,000 persons, 
mostly peasantry from the surround- 
ing countryside, witnessed the his- 
torical costumed torchlight proces- 
sion to the Cathedral of Sainte Croix 
wher. the Acting Mayor of Orleans 
in the traditional ceremony pre- 
sented to the Bishop of Orleans the 
standard borne by the heroine dur- 
ing the combat 500 years ago today 
which freed the town from the 
British. 

There were nearly as many Anglo- 
Saxons inside the walls tonight as 
besiegers, for the British, in a spirit 
of reconciliation, made a special ef- 
fort to be present at the fétes. 
Many American visitors have been 
in the city for days. The town was 
splendidly decorated with. flowers, 
yellow and gold banners of Orleans 
and the pale blue-white of Joan of 
Arc, while shields ana pennants hung 
from lamp posts and windows. The 
whole line of march through the 

rincipal streets was gorgeously il- 
uminated. The cathedral towers 
were outlined in an electric blaze. 


Seven Cardinals at Ceremonies. 


Seven Cardinals, including Cardinal 
Lepicier, Papal Legate, and Cardinal 
Bourne of Westminster, England; 
seven Archbishops and forty-four 
Bishops participated in the religious 
masses and ceremonies. The great 
Gothic cathedral, festooned with 
draperies and beautifully lighted 
with candles and an electrical dis- 
play, was crowded to overflowing 
during the special mass. 

During the afternoon foreign dele- 
gitions to the festival, headed by a 
c»putation of nine, a ae the 
c.ty of New Orleans in the United 
States and including groups “from 
Eelgium, Poland and England; were 
received at the Hotel de Ville by the 
Acting Mayor in the place of Théd- 
pile Chollet, Mayor of Orleans, who 
ced two weeks ago in the;-midst of 
preparations for these fétes. Re- 
egy A to the city’s welcome for 
the United States, André LaFargue, 
New Orleans banker and rsonal 
representative of Mayor ’Keefe, 
presented greetings to Orléans ‘‘from 
her sister city on the Mississippi.” 
Mr. LaFargue said New Orleans was 
the most French-American city and 
always was faithful to the spirit of 
French civilization and the spirit of 
Joan of Arc. 

Speaking for the British delega- 
tion, Cloudesley Brereton, repre- 
sentative of Lord Derby, said that 
though he was a direct descendant 
of the enemies of Joan of Arc he 
was happy to be present to 
tribute to her, for he declared Eng- 
land had come to venerate the Saint 
for her greatness of spirit. All the 
nations which preserved their indi- 
viduality during the World War, he 
said, were inspired by the precepts 
of Joan of Arc and none more than 
the English appreciated the sub- 
limity of her words when she said, 
“TI love the English so long as they 
remain in their own country.”’ 


National Féte to Be Held. 


The old stones of Orléans, some 
of which were in place when Joan 
led her charge against the Burgundy 
portal, were lighted by torches in 
tonight’s procession, when Joan, ac- 
companied by nobles, halberdiers, 
archers and pikemen, rode through 
the streets. An immense gathering 
watched the spectatle but it will 
probably be surpassed by the cere- 


monies when the French national ob- 
servance of the féte of Joan of Arc 
will centre in Orléans with President 
Doumergue, Premier Poin , Min- 
isters, members of the French Acad- 
emy and leading prelates taking part. 

On May 8, 1429, the decisive battle 
outside the gates of Orléans was 
fought and Joan,,..though wounded, 
knew she was victorious in the first 
great step toward the liberation and 
unification of France.

Almazan’s Army Breaking Up. 
AGUA PRIETA, Sonora, May 7 


General Juen Andreu Almazan, which 
marched through Pulpito Pass from 
Chihuahua to strike a final blow 
against the Mexican revolt, was to 
be broken up and dispatched to other 
fields beginning today.

Collapse Laid to Poverty and Panic. 
Special Cable to THE NEw YoRK TIMES. 
MEXICO CITY. May 7.—The Esco- 


bar revolt collapsed because of insuf- 
ficient funds and panic in its forces 
created by Federal airplanes, accorc- 
ing to a statement attributed here to 
General Fausto Topete, former Gov- 
ernor of Sonora and one of the most 
prominent leaders of the revolution- 
a movement. 

oo Topete is quoted as having 
said: 

“The revolt failed due to lack of 
pig and to the offensive tactics of 
the Federal aaircraft. 

“From March 15—that is to say, 
twelve days after the rebellion be- 
gan—it was impossible to pay the 
troops, and the soldiers who were in 
Masiaca, whence the rebel retreat 
was of the greatest magnitude, fled 
on the approach of the Federal 
planes. fearing a massacre.”’ 

Official reports from Presidential 
headquarters throughout the. revolt 
emphasized the importance planes 
played in causing constant rebel re- 
treats, some going so far as to assert 
that one bomb killed -100 of the 
enemy and caused such panic as to 


result in the flight of the rebels 
whenever a Federal plane was 
sighted. 


The latest news regarding Marcelo 
Caraveo, former Governor of Chihua- 
hua and one of the ablest of the 
rebel Generals, is that he is tired 
of mountain life and is struggling 
to cross the border into the United 
States. If he succeeds Mexico will 
be clear of all of the chief rebel 
military leaders. Other reports are 
that General Caraveo is making ef- 
forts to arrange terms of surrender. 
The government is not expected to 
consider anything but unconditional 
surrender. 

The financial situation appears to 
be returning to norma! with banking 
movement increasing and money 
more plentiful. The European money 
crisis naturally has had some re- 


| action here, but that is comparative- 


ly unimportant. It is thought that 
negotiations looking to a new debt 
agreement are likely before the end

Two Religious Rebels Put to Death. 


MEXICO CITY, May 7 (®.—Dis- 
patches to the Prensa state that Fer- 
nando de la Cueva, styling himself 
““General-in-Chief of the Army of 
Liberation in the South,”’ and his 
chief-of-staff, José Cleofas de Leon, 
were put to death in the cemetery 
of the town of Iguela in the State 
of Guerrero after trial by court- 
martial. 

De la Cueva and de Leon were al- 
leged to have been sent from Jalisco 
to instigate an uprising in Guerrero 
in support of the ‘religious rebels’’ 
in Central Mexico. 

Both died bravely. De la Cueva, 
just before the firing squad ended 
his life, shouted, it is said, ‘‘Long 
live Christ the King and the Virgin 
of Guadalupe!”’ 


Before the execution de la Cueva | 


presented the soldiers of the firing 
squad a few crusts of oread, his 
lunch, which he carried in a ban- 
dana handkerchief. Both of the con- 
demned men kissed their crucifixes 
and prayed before being shot. Neither 
accepted an eye bandage.

Mexico Pair, Seized in Alleged 
Flight, Fail to Get Freedom as 
Grand Jury Hears Case.

Tuttle Awaits Extradition Move— 


Torreon Bank Makes Claim for 
$168,000 of Money Taken. 








After listening to a vigorous denial 
by United States Attorney Tuttle of 
allegations that the Mexican Govern- 
ment had instigated the arrest here 
last Saturday of four men charged 
with conspiracy to aid one of their 
number, an alleged fugitive, to 
escape to Spain, Commissioner Cot- | 
ter denied yesterday a motion to re- 
lease under bail ‘‘in any amount” 
two of the defendants now in the 
Federal House of Detention. 

These men are Salvador Ateca, al- 
leged paymaster and financial agent 
for the Mexican rebel forces, and An- 
tonio Gomez Maquero, his secretary, 
who are charg also with looting 
Mexican banks and the public treas- 
ury in the State of Chihuahua of 
about $750,000, and with violation of 
the President’s neutrality proclama- 
tion against the exportation of arms 
and munitions to the rebel army in 
Mexico. Their co-defendants on the 
conspiracy charge are Russell B. 
Mathews, Assistant United States Di- 
rector of Immigration at El Paso, 





forward. The Mexican Government 
will have extradition papers ready in 
a day or so and will claim all the 
money we have seized.’’ 


Mr. Mitchell’s Instructions, 


Attorney General Mitchell’s tele- 
gram of instruction, which Mr. Tut- 
tle read to Commissioner Cotter, was 
as follows: 

“‘Apprehend and, if possible, hold 
without bail Salvador Ateca, sailing 
for Spain with $200,000 loot the Mex- 
ican Government claims stolen by 
him from Mexican banks in rebel 
area. Also take appropriate action 
to obtain return of loot to Mexican 
Government. Appropriate instruc- 
tions have been forwarded McKean 
(head of Department of Justice in- 
vestigators here). Ateca now in 
New York with Immigration Inspec- 
tor Mathews and American attorney 
named Fryer.”’ 

Mr. Mathews returned to New 
York yesterday from Washington 
where he saw Immigration Depart- 
ment officials and laid before them 
the facts of the case, it was said. 
The grand jury will resume its in- 
quiry today.

Says Proposed $1,000,000,000 
Program Was Cause of General 
Electric, Lid., Dispute.

Grand Jury Hears Case. 


Mr. Tuttle began yesterday the 
presentation to the Federal grand 
jury of evidence in support of the 
conspiracy charge. Because this in- 
quiry was under way Mr. Cotter 
said he doubted if he had power to 
fix bail. David P. Siegel, attorney 
for the defendants, demanded that 
he fix bail on the ground that the 
law compelled him to do so in the 
case of a defendant charged with a 
crime the punishment for which was 
not death. Mr. Tuttle did not deny 
this and Mr. Siegel insisted that 
some amount of bail be fixed, even 
if it was ‘‘exorbitant.’’ He himself 
suggested $300,000. 

“Now,” said Mr. Tuttle, ‘‘the cat 
is out of the bay. There is really 
no financial stringency. here, as has 
been claimed. They are prepared to 
furnish bail in the sum of $300,000, 
if necessary, to get Ateca out of the 
country. o turn him loose is to let 
him depart. He would not be here 
twenty-four hours longer unless he 
were kept under the strictest sur- 
veillance.’’ 

One of the two witnesses before 
the grand jury was Enos Throop 
Geer of Glenn, Alley & Geer, 111 
Broadway, attorneys for the Banco 
de la Laguna of Torreon, Mexico. 
Mr. Geer declared that $168,000 of 
the alleged loot found in Ateca’s 
possession here represented the pro- 
ceeds of property seized from the 
Torreon bank by General Escobar 
of the rebel forces during his retreat 
from Torreon. 

Assistant United States Attorney 
George J. Mintzer was the only other 
witness before the grand jury. 


Argues for Bail for Two. 


Soon after the grand jury had ad- 
journed until today, Mr. Siegel ap- 
peared at the Federal Building and 
announced he would move for the 
release of Ateca and Maquero under 
bail. None of the defendants was 
with him. In his statement of the 
case to Commissioner Cotter, 
Siegel declared that government files 
in Washington would vindicate his 
clients of the conspiracy charge. 

“‘Ateca was accompanied here,”’ 
said Mr. Siegel, ‘‘by Mr. Fryer, one 
of the most reputable attorneys in 
El] Paso, and by Mr. Mathews, who 
has been a government employe and 
official for almost thirty years. 
Ateca was on the side of the revolu- 
tion in Mexico, but he had received 
from our government the right to go 
to Spain, the country of his nativ- 
ity. At Kansas City he and Maquero 
were arrested in the railroad station. 
They subsequently furnished $5,000 
bond each to guarantee their ap- 
pearance in El Paso on Oct. 7, when 
the grand jury will meet there to 
consider the alleged violation of the 
neutrality proclamation. 

‘‘Under the terms of these bonds 
| Ateca and Maquero could have gone 
; anywhere. I challenge the citation 
of any authority to say it would have 
been illegal for them to leave the 
country. There has been no formal 
written complaint made here against 
any of the four defendants and no 
extradition papers have been for- 
warded. The Mexican Consul at El 
Paso has wired Mr. Fryer he had 
nothing to do with the arrests here. 
I believe there is going to be an in- 
dictment, and you may so regard it 
in fixing the amount of bail, but bail 
should be fixed under the law.”’ 


Tuttle to Press Charges. 


Mr. Tuttle began his reply by say- 
ing Mr. Siegel had gone ‘‘far afield,” 
and that he himself had acted quick- 
| ly because information had reached 


|him from Department of Justice 
| representatives that the defendants 
| were planning to put Ateca aboard a 








| vessel for Spain at once. 

‘“‘Ateca was about to leave here 
with a very large amount of money 
which not the Mexican Government 
but the Department of Justice of the 
United States believed had been 
looted from Mexican banks,’’ he con- 
tinued. ‘These facts demand and 
will receive investigation. 

“An effort is being made in this 

case to have it appear that our ac- 
tions have been instigated by repre- 
sentatives of the Mexican Govern- 
ment. Nothing could be more er- 
roneous. A crime has been com- 
mitted in this country. We have 
reason to believe these people, or onc 
or two of them, were to be spirited 
to Spain from where they could not 
be extradited on this charge. 
. “We were before the grand jury 
in this matter two hours this morn- 
jing. The payrolls in Ateca’s posses- 
sion showed not only that he was the 
rebel paymaster, but showed also a 
payment of $5,000 to the operator 
of their airplane he is said to have 
used against the Mexican Govern- 
ment. 

“There was listed also the pay- 
ment of a fee to a man named 
Fryer. When we produce these 
things some of this propaganda be- 
gins to look pretty thin. Ateca is not

A committee that will try to 
straighten out the difficulties in the 
building industry in New ‘York was 
appointed at a meeting of interested 
groups yesterday afternoon at the 
Engineers’ Club, 32 West Fortieth 
Street. Representatives of organiza- 
tions of architects, investment build- 
ers, labor unions, building contrac- 
tors and other branches voted unan- 
imously for the appointment of the 
committee after they had listened to 
charges of collusion in the industry, 
countercharges and denials. 

The meeting was called by the 
Mason Builders’ Association, of which 
Walter S. Faddis is president. Percy 
Vermilyea of Marc Hidlitz & Sons 
presided. The meeting authorized 
Mr. Vermilyea to appoint the com- 
mittee. Mr. Vermilyea will announce 
today the full list of the committee, 
to which he at once appointed the 
following: 

Theodore J. Coe of Carrere & Hast- 
ings, architects; James Strong, an 
independent electrical contractor, to 
represent the investment builders; 
Herman Plaut and J. W. Cassidy, | 
representing the electrical fixtures | 





manufacturers; John W. Hooley, rep- 
resenting the electrical contractors, | 


and Walter S. Faadis, to represent | 
the mason builders. | 

Represented at the meeting were 
the New York Chapter of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Architects, the New | 
York Society of Architects, the Elec- | 
tric Lighting Manufacturers Asso- | 
ciation, a group of investment suea,| 
ers not organized as an association, 
the Electrical Contractors’ Associa- | 
jion and a group of independent | 
electrical contractors. | 


Opposes Limitation of Output. | 


Mr. Vermilyea as chairman ex- | 
plained that the meeting had been | 
called to consider three phases of the } 


situation in the building trades: | 
first, the intensive drive to unionize | 


all shops; second, the ‘‘unfair’’ limi- 
tation of output by union methods, 
and third, the reports current in the 
industry that there had been collu- 
sion between organizations of em- 
ployers and unions. 

‘‘We have no quarrel with the 
further unionizing of shops,’’ said 
Mr. Vermilyea. ‘‘Certain differences 
between employers and manufactur- | 
ers, however, must be straightened 
out, especially those in the manufac- | 
ture of electric lighting apparatus. | 

“‘As to limitation of output we ask 
no more of the union than a fair 
day’s work, but we ask at least that. 
The third point we must consider, is 
that the relation of any trade asso- | 
ciation with a trade union should be 
above suspicion. If there is any-' 
thing in that relation that cannot | 
bear the light of day, let us eradi- | 
cate it, and squelch forever the gos-. 
sip, if gossip it is, that there has} 
been collusion between unions and | 
employers’ associations.’’ | 


Charges Reprisals by Unions. 


Christian G. Norman, chairman of | 
the board of the Building Trades 
Employers’ Association of New 


York, asserted that a group of elec- 
trical contractors who had opposed 
the union program adopted in 1928 
had been made to suffer through 
strikes called on jobs they were han- 
dling in other cities. According to 
Mr. Norman, one effect of union 
hostility to contractors who had op- 

sed their prédgram was the inabil- 
ty of lowest bidders to get union 
labor, so that higher prices for elec- 
trical contract work resulted. 

Mr. Norman then charged that the 
unions had made provocative at- 
tacks, and he asserted that one con- 
tractor who was not favored by the 
union suffered the destruction of an 
electrical switchboard on a construc- | 
tion job. He said that Jan. 3, 1929, | 
when the electrical contractors were | 
to hold an election of officers and 
an electrical contractor expressed | 
his opposition to the demands of the | 
union, he was warned that his men} 
would be called out on strike. Imme- | 
diately fifteen of his jobs were tied 
up by a strike, according to Mr. 
Norman, who quoted another con- 
tractor who was in good standing 
haf the union as having said to 

im: 

“T don’t care how much we have 
to pay the union so long as I get 
mine.”’ 


Objects to Inspections by Union. 
Mr. Norman asserted that he spe- 


cifically objected to the authority 
taken by the unions to inspect work

Mr. Norman then told members of 
the conference that the president of 
an electrical contractors’ organiza- 
tion recently had. approached a con- 
tractor who was about to bid on a 
ob, and had advised him not to bid 

ecause he was not ed Tt to bid 
on contracts exceeding $10,000. Ac- 
cording to Mr, Norman, the contrac- 
tor was advised to ‘‘play ball” with 
the union or ‘‘get in trouble,’’ and 
after he had ignored the threat and 
signed the contract his men were 
called out on strike. 

Raymond L. Wise, attorney for 
the Electrical Contractors’ Associa- 
tion, asked Mr. Norman to name the 
man who had reported that. he had 
y the president of 
the Electrical Contractors’ Associa- 
tion, and Mr. Norman assured Mr. 
Wise that the name would come out 
in court. “If I gave the name of 
this man now,’ said Mr. Norman, 
‘the would lose his job tomorrow.’”’ 

Mr. Wise then asked the chairman 
to order newspaper reporters to 
strike out Mr. Norman’s statements 
concerning the - president of the 
Electrical Contractors’ Association. 
Mr. Vermilyea did not undertake to 
honor his request. 

Louis J. Horowitz, chairman of the 
Thompson Starrett Company, as- 
serted that one of the difficulties in 
the building industry was the in- 


sistence by the union on labels on 


all fixtures. 
Says Four Sockets Cost $730. 


Herman Plaut of Black & Boyd, 
electrical fixtures manufacturers, 
also charged excesses against the 
union, me | said that when four fix- 
tures were installed in the new 
Bedell store—an operation of merely 
putting in the stockets—the bill was 
$780. He asserted that another in- 
stallation of twenty-nine fixtures for 
the Consolidated Gas Company was 
charged for at $727, when a reason- 
able price for the fixtures would 
have been from $3 to $5 each.

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QUOTA WOULD BE REPEALED 
French Firms Would Get Proceeds 
of Tax—-Subcommittee Makes 
Progress Toward Settlement.

PARIS, May 7.—There now appears 
to be a good possibility of a settle- 
ment in the Franco-American film 
controversy. When active negotia- 
tions between the Americans and the 
French were begun last week indi- 
| cations were that the struggle might 
|be long and the outcome doubtful, 
| but several intimate discussions of 
'the subcommittee composed of mem- 
| bers of the industries of both nations 
‘appear to have done much to clear 
'the atmosphere. 

The French are understood to be 
giving serious consideration to the 
American suggestion that a relatively 
high tax be placed upon each foreign 
film entering France, the proceeds 
of this new taxation to be devoted 
presumably to the interests of the 
French film industry. A hitch, if 
one occurs, will probably be in get- 


ting the French Government’s con- 
sent to turn over this money to the 
| French film interests. 


Government Has Been Opposed. 


A subsidy has been, up to the pres- 
| ent, distasteful to the French Gov- 
‘ernment, its fear being that other 
| industries in need of financial assis- 
lanes would demand similar support. 
However, the French film interests 
may be able to bring the govern- 
ment around to their point of view, 
in which event both the French and 
Americans would be pleased. 

The former would obtain the money 
they so much need for the develop- 








and the latter would gain a free and 
unrestricted French market after 
payment of the film tax. 

It is probable that the usual normal 
rules governing the showing of for- 
eign films would be retained but that 
the principle of the contingent or 
quota would be abolished. It is be- 
lieved that the projected tax—it is 
not known just what amount the 
tax would be, although suggestions 
have been made that it could pro- 
duce results at 10,000 francs (about 
$400) per film—would serve to limit 
the number of foreign films brought 
into France in as adequate a manner 
as the contingent system, for it 
would not be to the interest of the 
American industry to import too 
many films under such a heavy taxa- 
tion system. 


Would Remove Cause of Dispute. 


If a settlement is brought about on 
| this basis, there would be eliminated 
| from the situation the chief cause 
of friction between the two conflict- 
ing industries, namely, the question 
of what the American industry 
should pay for the privilege of doing 
business in a normal way in French 
markets. Some of the French film 
leaders have urged that the Ameri- 
cans pay an annual sum of money, 
either from enforced purchase of 
French films or in some other man- 
ner, but the entry tax would preclude 
the necessity of urging further any 
such scheme. 

An agreement along the lines indi- 
cated would also prove helpful to the 
Americans in the impending film 
negotiations in other foreign capi- 
tals, where the outcome of the Fran- 
co-American negotiations is being 
watched with keen attention. If the 
Americans succeed in removing the 
contingent idea from the realm of 
discussion and substituting in its 
place the suggested import tax, such 
a plan is very likely to act as a prece- 
dent in Spain, Hungary, Czecho- 
slovakia and other countries.

UNABLE TO ENTER HOLDS 





Welland Declares the Mysterious 
Source of Water Was One Likely 
Cause of Sinking. 





Special Cable to THE New YorK TIMES. 

LONDON, May 7.—‘‘An inflow of 
water from an unknown source’”’ in- 
to the Vestris after she had been 
staggered by a huge wave on the 
second day out from New York was 
mentioned for the first time today at 
the board of trade inquiry into the 
Joss of the vessel and 112 lives last 
November. 

Third Officer Herbert George Wel- 
land described to the court how Cap- 
tain Carey, when the Vestris did not 
return to an even keel, sent him to 
try to discover the source of this in- 
flow, but he failed. Mr. Welland tes- 
tified under cross-examination by 
counsel for the owners that if the 
source of this inflow was discovered 
it would go a long way toward the 
solution of the main problem of why 
the vessel sank. 

Mr. Welland said the Vestris’s 
Craught was mentioned in the law- 
yers’ office on the eve of the Tuttle 
inquiry at New York, but that the 
lawyers were mostly dealing with 
“very bad”’ criticisms of the conduct 
of the captain and crew. 

‘T was not asked anything about 
draughts at the Tuttle inquiry,’’ said 
Mr. Welland, ‘‘but at the Hoover in- 
quiry I was questioned and gave the 
draughts given me by Captain S, 
Heasley.’”’ [Assistant superintendent 
for the Lamport & Holt Line, the 
owners]. 


Learned Draughts After Inquiries. 


W. N. Raeburn, counsel for the 
board of trade, asked: 

“Did you remember at that time 
the draughts given you by Second 
Officer Watson?’’ Mr. Welland re- 
Dlied: 

“IT had not seen Mr. Watson then. 
I was reminded of the draughts by 
Mr. Watson when he left the hos- 
pital, but I had given evidence at 
both inquiries by that time.”’ 

Mr. Welland proceeded to say there 
was no undue delay in sending out 
the S OS or in lowering the boats, 
that nothing was wrong with the 
steering gear.and that ‘Captain 
Carey remained calm and collected 
and in full charge of the situation 
right up to the last.’’ : 

Mr. Raeburn was putting a steady 
flow of questions when Mr. Welland 
recalled that after the vessel had 
been struck by a big sea Sunday eve- 
ning Captain Carey sent him to try 
to discover ‘‘the inflow of water from 
an unknown source.”’ 

“The captain sent me to search 
the hatches but they were filled and 
I couldn’t get down,’’ he testified. 





“T listened and there was no sound 
of water in any of the holds.’’ 

Later Mr. Welland said that when 
he met Chief Officer Johnson aboard 
the American Shipper he found Mr. 
Johnson ‘‘very upset and he seemed 
very worried about the Vestris’s 
draught.’’ 

G. P. Langton, counsel for the own- 
ers, referring to the unknown source 
of i water inflow, asked Mr. Wel- 
land: 

‘Is it your view that if we should 
puzzle out the solution of where ‘the 
water was coming from we should be 
somewhere near the solution of how 
the vessel sank?”’

Republicans Make No Progress 


Toward Calling Leaders to 
Discuss Plans. 


No. progress was made yesterday 
toward getting the Republican county 
leaders of the city together in a con- 
ference to start a movement for a 
fusion ticket against Tammany.

One district organization, that of the 
Ninth, already has deciared formally 
for Mr. LaGuardia, and half a dozen 
or more Manhattan district leaders 
are understood to favor his nomina- 
tion. Judge Hartman has the en- 
dorsement of the Bronx Republican 
executive committee and is believed 
to be assured of other organization 
support in Manhattan as well as of 
the support of several Assembly dis- 
trict leaders in Brooklyn. 


“Want Republican to Head Ticket. 


The resolution endorsing the can- 
didacy’ of Judge Hartman also de- 
clared for a~-fusion ticket to be 
headed by a Republican. A similar 
resolution declaring for a Republi- 
can.head for any. fusion. ticket. is 
pending before the New York County 
Republican Committee and will be 
acted on at its next meeting on 
May 16. 

The danger ‘to the proposed, fusion 
movement in the _ candidacies - of 
Judge Hartman and Mr. LaGuardia, 
both Republicans, lies, it was said, 
in the fact that the difficulty of 
naming a Democrat as head of the 
fusion ticket, should it be found ad- 
visable to pick -one, has been in- 
creased greatly. Belief was ex- 
pressed that, if the campaigns for

SEEK BLOOD OF HUMANS 
FOR PARALYSIS SERUM 


Toronto Medical Experts May 
Draw From 200 Who Had 
Infantile Malady. 





TORONTO, Ont., May 7.—A unique 
experiment with human blood to 
evolve a serum to combat infantile 
paralysis will be attempted by med- 
ical experts of the Connaught Labo- 
ratories here, Dr. Forbes Godfrey, 
Provincial Minister of Health, an- 
nounced today. 

Arrangements have been completed 
whereby blood may be drawn, if 
necessary, from 280 persons who 
have suffered an acute attack of in- 
fantile paralysis within recent years. 
Blood may not be drawn from all 


of those who have offered. The 


number will depend upon the suit- 
ability of the blood donation of each 
for the experiment. Not more than 
six or seven ounces of blood will be 
taken from each donor and _ pay- 
ment will be made by the Depart- 
ment of Health. 

Medical men explain that the blood 
of persons who have suffered from 
infantile paralysis is filled with anti- 


bodies which nature created to fight | 


the disease. These remain in the 
blood, but lose some of their potency 
after five years. 

In the experiment doctors will 
seek to transfer these antibodies to 
the proposed serum which may -be 
injected in the blood stream of other 
individuals, creating immunity from 
the disease. 

The experiment will require about 
three months to complete.

INDIAN RELICS’ SALE 
ROUSES QUAKER CITY 


Collection of Academy of Nataral 
Sciences Is Coming Here to 
Heye Museum.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 7.— 
The valuable Indian collections of 


the Academy of Natural Sciences of 
Philadelphia have been sold to the 
George G. Heye Foundation of the 
Museum of the American Indian in 
New York City, it was revealed to- 
day when a corps of workers began 
to pack the relics for shipment. The 
price was not made public.

Miss Wardle pointed out that the 
sale included the A. H, Gotschall 
and the S. S. Haldeman collections. 
The former consists of thousands of 
arhhacological and ethnological speci- 
mens of rare Indian costumes, war 
weapons, stone effigy pipes and pre- 
historic material. The Haldeman 
collection was brought together be- 
tween 1840 and 1870. 

Protest against the sale was voiced 
= Dr. Henry Mercer, archaeologist 
of Doylestown, Pa., and a member 
of the academy. ; 

Dr. J. Alden Mason, curator of the 
American section of the University 
of Pennsylvania Museum, said the 
disposition of the collection was ‘‘a 
tremendous loss to science in Phila- 
delphia’’ and that ‘‘the archaeologists 
of the world will not understand 
why it was allowed to leave.’’

SINCLAIR GETS JOB 
AS JAIL PHARMACIST

made it plain to his prison fellows 
that he realized his position and that 
he did not expect nor desire to be 
singled out for any favors, special 
or otherwise. Most of the ‘detail’ 
are young men, the majority of them 
in jail for violation of the liquor 
laws, some for drunkenness, others 
for bootlegging. 

Mr. Sinclair’s first night in jail 
was an almost sleepless one. He 
donned silk pajamas and for most 
of the night sat on the edge of his 
cot, which is No. 62 in the ‘‘detail’’ 
dormitory, smoking cigarettes and 
sometimes chatting with his new 
bookmaker friend, who showed him 
about the dormitory and explained 
the routine of the institution. Mr. 
Sinclair’s attention was attracted by 
a huge steel locker. He apparently 
did not know what it was and asked 
the bookmaker, who replied it was 
where he would keep his clothes. 

“I thought for a moment,” said 
Mr. Sinclair, ‘‘that it might be the 
place they would tell me to sleep 
in,”’ 





He Studies Bulletin Board. 


The bulletin board interested Mr. 
Sinclair greatly. It was covered 
with statements relating to prison 
discipline and routine. One long 
bulletin -as a notice of certain spe- 
cific things that would not be tol- 
erated. Mr. Sinclair read it care- 
fully. 

The statement warned prisoners 
not to attempt escape; that it was 
not permissible to have cards, dice 


or other things used for gambling; 
that weapons of all kinds were 
banned; that cigarette stubs must 
not be thrown on the floor, and that 
the wearing of expensive jewelry 
was forbidden. 

‘You musn’t do any of those 
things,’’ one of the other prisoners 
said. 

‘‘T won’t,’’ the oil man answered. 

Mr. Sinclair had been dressed and 
ready for ‘‘duty’’ at 5 o’clock in the 
morning. At 6 o’clock he was in his 
place at the long mess room table, 
but ate only sparingly, merely nib- 
bling a piece of toast and taking two 
- three gulps of strong black cof- 
ee. 

He was not so sparing of his appe- 
tite at the noon dinner, however, for 
there he managed to dispose of a 
heaped plate of beans. He joined in 
the conversation around the table 
and a ‘‘trusty,” who subsequently 
disclosed the story of his day, as- 
serted the oil man was ‘‘a fine chap 
and not a bit stuck up.’”’ 

When Mr. Sinclair, sént for after 
breakfast by Major Peak, divulged 
the fact that he was a registered 
pharmacist, the jail superintendent

McGee, it is charged, came into the 
case when Mr. Vandiver, a former 
assistant district attorney, called on 
Fannie Brice, the actress, then the 
wife of Jules W. (Nicky) Arnstein, 
who had previously served a prison 
term in connection with the $5,000,- 
000 Wall Street bond plot, in an ef- 
fort to seek Arnstein’s aid in tracing 
the stolen securities. Arnstein was 
out of the city at the time.

Gee, who had been Arnstein’s law-

McKellar Will Delay Motion in 
‘Favor of Norris Stand Until 
Census Bill Is Acted On.

WASHINGTON, May 7.—Three 
varying reports and the individual 
views of three Senators, all dealing 
with the right of Secretary Mellon to 
hold office, with reference to his 
atock ownership in powerful corpora- 
tions, were laid before the Senate 
today and will form the basis of the 
fight to be made on the issue within 
a week or ten days. 

The documents were laid on the 
table and will be kept there awaiting 
the move of Senator McKellar, Dem- 
ocrat, of Tennessee, who introduced 
the original resolution authorizing 
the investigation just concluded by 
the Senate Judiciary Committee. Mr. 
McKellar will ask the Senate to 
adopt the Norris report, which is 
antagonistic to Mr. Mellon and was 
rejected by the Judiciary Committee, 
but said this afternoon that he would 
not make his motion until after 
the census-reapportionment bill wos 
disposed of. 

e Norris report, which was 
beaten in committee by a vote of 12 
to 4, the Steiwer report which was 
adopted by a vote of 9 to 7 and the 
Borah-King-Dill report, submitted in- 
dependently, were all presented to 
the Senate. 

The Norris report said the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury should be barred 
from his office because of his 
security holdings, while the Steiwer 
report declared such merely stock 
ownership in corporations no barrier. 
The joint report by the other three 
Senators was to the effect that stock 
ownership alone was not illegal, but 


. that the law should be made clearer | 


regarding such holdings. 
For House Procedure, if Any. 


In addition, Senator Ashurst, 
Democrat, of Arizona, presented in- 
dividual views in which he prdtested 
against any Senate action in a mat- 
ter which, if any law has been or is 
being violated, is a subject for the 
House of Representatives to deal 
with in impeachment proceedings. 

Senator Blaine, Republican, of 
consin, one of the supporters of the 
Norris report, submitted a separate 
statement in which he insisted that 
as the ‘‘admitted owner’”’ of distillery 
stock during his tenure as Secretary 
of the Treasury, Mr. Mellon had vio- 
lated another old statute and should 
be summarily removed from office. 


Senator Walsh, Democrat, of Mon- |, 


tana, who also signed the Norris re- 
port, as did Senator Caraway, Demo- 
'crat, of Arkansas, offered, as he ex- 
plained, so ‘‘the Senate may be ad- 
_ vised more fully of the proceedings,’’ 
a transcript of the evidence, indicat- 
ing that Mr. Mellon had participated 
actively in the affairs of the Alumi- 
num mpany of America, the Gulf 
, Oil Company and the Standard Steel 
Car Company, in which he is a sub- 
stantial stockholder. 

Senator Blaine in his statement re- 
fused to accept the opinion of At- 
torney General Mitchell that Mr. 
Mellon, when he placed his stock in 
the Old Overholt Distillery in the 
hands of a trustee for disposition, 
had complied with the law prohibit- 
ing any internal revenue officer from 
having an interest in the liquor busi- 
ness. 


Blaine Wants Hoover to Act. 


Mr. Mellon has repeatedly asserted, 
whenever the question has _ been 
raised, that the Overholt Distillery 
went out of business before prohibi- 
tion became effective and that all 
ef its assets were placed in trust 


for liquidation, which could not 
finally be accomplished until last | 
October. 
“The question arises,’’ declared 


Senator Blaine, ‘‘whether or not the 
Secretary of the Treasury could, by 
any such device, give himself an 
‘immunity bath’ by substituting an 
agent to act fer him, though retain- 
ing the beneficial interest and receiv- 
ing the proceeds and the profits.” 
President Hoover has authority,

‘“‘From the start at Pittsburgh,’”’ he 
said, “it was rough going. e had 
rain and snow and cold from the be- 
Over Pennsylvania we ran 
into a lightning storm and had to go 
high above the clouds to escape it. 
Up there it was very uncertain navi- 
gating. We lost our direction and our 
speed, and also lots of ballast. 

“But we kept on, hoping things 
might get better. It seemed to clear 
somewhat during Saturday night and 
we came down a little. We saw the 
lights of a.couple of cities—they 
might have been Albany or Troy or 
Schenectady. Then we drifted on 
north. 

“There was no way of checking 
the compass and finding our posi- 
tion, since we weren’t able to see the 
ground. We flew blind all the time. 


Ice Formed on Balloon. 


‘“‘As morning came on there was 
heavy rain, hail and ice. The ice 
formed two inches thick in places 
top of the bag, and the weight 
of it, with the rain, forced us dowr- 
ward. We were settling. Even then 
we had no clear view of the coun- 
try, except that it was wild, moun- 
tainous and wooded.

a report presented to the council last | 
Friday. | 

Changes were asked in the special 


curriculum for honor students, in 
various required subjects and in fun- 
damental prerequisites for the B. A. 
degree. The committee, headed by 
Jack G. Deutsch, suggested that a 
two-year course in classic litera- 
ture be made an alternative to the 
study of Latin as a requirement for 
the degree. The two-year course 
would be based on a study of classic 
works in ‘‘reputable translations.”’ 

It was also recommended that 
seminar courses be established for 
honor student groups. “After the 
honor student has taken a few ad- 
vanced courses in his field he should 
be permitted to enroll in seminar 
courses that will be open only to 
honor students,’’ the report ‘said. 
“These seminar courses should par- 
take of the nature of graduate semi- 
nars offered in leading universities.”’ 

More courses in English writing 
were recommended. The English de- 
partment was asked to give courses 
similar to those offered in the School 
of Education of the college. It was 
also suggested that elementary 
courses in government, 
and philosophy be combined into a 
survey of contemporary civilization 
and thought, to be required of all 
undergraduates. : 

“Unfortunately, the new curricu- 
lum as well as the old makes no pro- 
vision for the selection of students, 
for advanced education,’’ the report | 
said. ‘‘We recommend that the fac- | 
ulty take stock of its students after | 
the first two years. Those obviously 
unfit for further collegiate work 
should be given an honorable dis- 
missal, perhaps with a certificate. 
The rest of the students would be 
grouped in two divisions—‘pass’ or 
‘honor’ students.’’ 

The committee also recommended 
that a third year of hygiene be re- 
quired of all students. 

In regard to military training, the 
report said: ‘‘We recommend that 
military science and tactics be purely 
elective. This means that no alter-| 
native must be required and that 
military science and tactics is to be 
a substitute for any required 
|course.”’ 

This suggestion would enable stu- 
dents to take military drill in ex- 
change for some difficult academic 
course required for their fegree.

MASONS WARNED 
TO AVOID POLITICS 


John A. Dutton, State Grand 
Master, Asserts Activities 
Would Destroy Order. 








REFERS TO 1928 CAMPAIGN 





| Annual Meeting Here Will Continue 


Through Tomorrow, When 
Officers Will Be Elected. 





John A. Dutton, Grand Master of 
the Grand Lodge of New York, F. 
and A. M., asserted that Freemason- 
ry in this State must be kept ‘‘abso- 
lutely free from politics’? in his an- 
rual address yesterday at the open- 
ing of a convention of the Grand 
Lodge in the Masonic Hall at 71 West 
Twenty-third Street. 

Speaking to about 1,500 men from 
all parts of the State, Mr. Dutton 
pointed out that the ancient lanu- 


marks, or unrepealable common law | 
of the fraternity, forbid political ac- | 


tivity by Masonic lodges, and, if 


necessary, the Grand Lodge would 
consider the advisability of framing 
a special section to be added to its 
constitution, elucidating the princi- 
ple and making concrete prohibitions 
of unlawful political activity. He de- 
clared that in spite of previous ad- 
monitions by various Grand Masters, 
there seems to be ‘‘an almost irre- 
pressible impulse to drag the frate.- 
nity into partisan politics from time 
to time.’’ 

“This was manifested,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘during the political cam- 
paigns of last year. Letters were 
sent out by various members of our 
fraternity making appeals to our 
members to support particular can- 
didates for office at the November 
elections. 

“In some of these the Masonic 
character of the appeal was vague 
and left more or less to inference 
from the language used. In others it 
was direct and unequivocal.’’ 

He referred to one instance in 
which the secretary of a lodge had 
sent out a request for support of the 
candidacy of a member of the fra- 
ternity for high office, the writer of 
the appeal having used the Masonic 
title ‘‘Worshipful’’ before his name. 
Mr. Dutton said the written request 
called on Masons to prove to the 
candidate that ‘‘work in the quarries 
of Masonry brings results.’’ 

Mr. Dutton said that when this was 
brought to his attention, the secre- 
tary was promptly suspended from 
office. Investigation indicated that 
the man had been misled by advisers 
in whom he trusted, and he was re- 
instated. 

Other complaints of political ac- 
tivity reached him from _ various 
sources, Mr. Dutton reported. 

“The importance of the subject 
needs no emphasis,’ he continued. 
“For our fraternity to indulge in po- 
litical controversies would be _ to 
sound its own death knell. The 
cnly way to prevent this is to sup- 
press every attempt to use the frater- 
nity for political purposes. 

“If we disregard a minor attempt 
to introduce politics into the frater- 
nity, we encourage a greater at- 
tempt of the same kind. Thus, step 
by step, we shall find ourselves en- 
meshed in political affairs, and our 
fraternity at the end of its useful- 
hess.’’ 

The Grand Lodge Communication, 
which began yesterday and will con- 
tinue today and tomorrow, is the 
148th in the annual New York series. 





More than 10,050 lodges have sent 
delegates, representing 343,700 Free- 
masons in New York State, which is 
said to be the largest membership 
in the world. 

The: sessions opened at 2 P. M., 
and the afternoon was given over to 
the reading of the Grand Master’s 
address. welcomes to the visitors and 
the routine appointments of special 
committees. Today the _ standin 
committees will make their ann 
reports, which will be discussed pre- 
liminary to the presentation of va- 
rious matters for formal action to- 
morrow. The session will close to- 
morrow with the election and in- 
stallation of officers for the comin, 
year.

HOLDS BAUMES LAWS 
ARE ONLY TEMPORARY 


W. L. Butcher Says They Will Be 
Needed Few Years Longer— 
Urges Study of Crime. 





The Baumes laws were described 
as emergency measures which would 
probably not remain permanently on 
the statute books of the State, in an 
address yesterday by William L. 
Butcher of the State Crime Commis- 
sion, given before the regular 
luncheon of the Delta Upsilon Club 
at the Fraternities Club. 

Mr. Butcher stressed the fact that 
the Baumes laws were by no means 
the only accomplishment of the com- 
mission. These laws, he held, were 
necessary at the time they were en- 
acted, and he predicted they would 
probably be necessary for four or 
five years longer. 

The most important function of the 
commission, however, he declared, 
was the study of the causes of crime 
and preventive measures. He said 
that he had himself consented to 
serve on the commission only on con- 
dition that the study of preventing 
crime at its source be a part of the 
program. 

Among major causes of crime he 
listed the present industrial stem, 
with “blind alley and one-track’’ 
jobs, congested areas, the lack of 
spare time supervision of youth, the 
decreasing influence of the home, in- 
equalities in the administration of 
justice, and lack of vocational train- 
ing in penal institutions. 

he remedy, Mr. Butcher suggest- 
ed, would be found if every man be- 
came personally interested in youth, 
and devoted his own energies to 
projects aimed to improve the op- 
portunities of boys brought up in bad 
environments.

No changes in rates of duty have 
been made in any of the paragraphs 
in this schedule except through the 
deletion of a _ special commodity, 
which automatically classifies it with 
all other similar commodities at a 
higher rate of duty. 

This change occurs in Paragraph 
802, in which the exception in the 
case of angostura bitters is elimi- | 
nated on the theory that the existing 
provision discriminates against ther | 








ilar bitters imported under other 
names. Angostura bitters are also | 
of foreign origin. The old rate of | 
$5 per proof gallon will, therefore, 
apply to all bitters. 

By reason of the elimination of 
Paragraph 1610 of the tariff act of 
1922, which provides for the free im- 
portation of lemon, lime and sour 
orange juice when containing less 
than 2 per cent of alcohol, such prod- 
ucts, if imported for beverage pur- 
poses, will automatically fall under 
the basket clause of Paragraph 806, 
providing for ‘‘all other fruit juices.”’ 
without change in the language of 
the paragraph. Such juices, when 
imported to be used for the extrac- 
tion of citrate of lime, will fall in the 
chemical schedule. 

Berries and fruits, of all kinds, pre- 
served in alcohol, formerly dutiable 


act of 1922, have been transferred to 
this schedule without change in duty. 
The committee believed that such 
products properly belong in Schedule 
8 with other alcoholic beverages and 
edible products containing alcohol. 

The phraseology of the paragraph, 
however, has been changed so as to 
limit the alcoholic content to one- 
half of 1 per cent, to conform with 
the alcoholic limit on fruit juices 
which are now subject to additional 
duty for alcoholic content in excess 
of one-half of 1 per cent. The rate 

rovided for alcohol in excess of one- 

alf of 1 per cent in this paragraph 
is the same as previously existed.

The committee increased the duties

The committee made no. change in 
the duties on other manufactures, 
dutiable under Schedule 9, except 
that certain compound duties have 
been changed to equivalent ad va- 
lorem duties, to simplify the work of 
administration without affecting the 
protection afforded. 

The duty on warp-knit fabric, im- 
ports of which are small and prin- 
cipally of a special type of under- 
wear fabric not made in this country, 
was reduced from 55 per cent ad va- 
lorem to 45 per cent ad valorem.

This has been done to include at 
the higher of the two rates the in- 
creasing importation of jacquard- 
figured quilts woven with one warp 
and one filling. 

With the exception of this change 
and an increase of 10 per cent ad 
valorem on blankets not jacquard- 
figured. the rates provided in this 
paragraph are the same as those 
provided in the act of 1922. In addi- 
tion to the non-jacquard-figured blan- 
kets heretofore included there has 
been brought over, from old para- 
graph 909, jacquard-figured blankets 
and also jacquard-figured napped 
cloth. 

The duty on warp-knit fabric, im- 
ports of which are small and prin- 
cipally of a special type of under- 
wear fabric not made in this coun- 
try, was reduced from 55 per cent 
to 45 per cent ad valorem. No 
change was made in the 35 per cent 
ad valorem rate applicable to other 
knit fabric. 

Paragraph 915, covering gloves and 
mittens, was changed by eliminating 
any provisions for warp-knit fabric 
gloves for women. Men’s and boys’ 
warp-knit fabric gloves have becn 
retained in this paragraph. because 
of the possible effect of duty free im- 
ports of these on the domestic prod- 
uction of circular-knit gloves for 
men and boys. 

There has been no change in the 
rate on circular-knit gloves nor in 
the rate on gloves made of woven 
fabric. 

Paragraph 921 of the cotton sched- 
ule, which is entirely new, provides: 

“Rag rugs, wholly or in chief 
value of cotton, of the type common- 
ly known as ‘hit-and-miss,’ 55 per 
centum ad valorem; chenille rugs, 
wholly or in chief value of cottor, 
45 per centum ad valorem; all other 
floor coverings, including carpets, 
carpeting, mats and rugs. wholly or 
in chief value of cotton, 35 per cen- 
tum ad valorem.”’

The wording of Paragraph 1,101 is 
changed for ‘‘clarity and simplicity 
of operation.’’ All wools of 40s or 
coarser in grade are added in order 
to enlarge the supply of raw ma- 
terials available to domestic carpet 
manufactures; wools and hair of the 
camei are made dutiable at 24 cents 
a pound of clean content. 

he committee says this form of 
the duty does not increase the pres- 
ent average tariff on carpet wools, 
pt mercly changes the form of the 
uty. 

An additional duty of 2 cents is 
placed on sorted wools or matchings, 
for the protection of domestic wool 
sorters against cheaper labor in for- 
eign countries. 

“Paragraph 1,102 is perhaps the 
most important part of this schedule; 
certainly the one concerning which 
there has been the widest differences 
of opinion,’ the committee says. ‘‘It 
relates to improved wools of sheep 
and the hair of the Angora goat, 
Cashmere goat, alpaca and like ani- 
mals. From these wools and hairs 
practically all cloths and other manu- 
factures of wool and hair, except 
carpets and cheapest clothing, are 
made.”’ 

This paragraph provides that wools, 
not specially provided for and hair 
of the Angora goat, Cashmere goat, 
alpaca and other animals, in the 
grease or washed, pay, 34 cents a 


pound of clean content, instead of the 


present rate of 31 cents. 

When imported in the scoured state 
these wools are to pay the same rate, 
on the skin they 
are to pay 33 cents a pound instead 
of 30 cents on their clean content,

Provision for Wool Grade Standards 


The only change in Paragraph 
1,104 is the addition of a provision 
for use in United States custom 
houses’ standards of grades for wool, 
and for permissive display of sam- 
ples and interchange of such sam- 
ples between custom houses, in the 
interest of uniformity in assessing 
the duties and for the more complete 
information of the trade and of ap- 
praisers. 

With the exception of mungo, the 
duties on wool wastes, noils, shoddy, 
&c., are raised by Paragraph 1,105 
in proportion to the increase made in 
the duty on the medium and fine 
wools in Paragraph 1,102 from 31 
cents to 34 cents a pound. 

The duty on mungo is raised from 
7% cents to 10 cents a pound, be- 
cause it is a partly manufactured

Two additional value brackets are 
provided, one for yarns valued at 
more than $1 but not more than 51.50 
per pound, and one for yarns valued 
at more than $1.50 per pound. The 
protective rate on yarns valued at 
more than $1.50 per pound is in- 
creased from 40 to 45 per cent on 
the ground that imports under the 
latter bracket are of the finer counts 
and labor is a greater proportion of 
the total cost than for those of 1ower 
counts. 

In Paragraph 1108, relating to 
woven fabrics, a change is made in 
the compensatory rates reper 
ate to the change made in the duty 
on wool. Two additional value 
brackets are provided, one for Zab- 
ries valued at more than $1.25 but 
not more than $2 per pound; an- 
other for fabrics valued at more than 
$2 per pound. On these the ad valorem 
or protective rate is increased from 
50 to 55 and 60 per cent., respectively. 


Basis of the Change. 


“This change in the protective 
rate,’’ says the committee, ‘‘is predi- 
eated on estimated differences be- 
tween home and foreign costs of pro- 
duction. In the manufacture of the 
more expensive light worsted fabrics 
as low as 20 per cent of the total 
production cost results from cost of 
raw material; i. e., 80 r cent is 
conversion cost. About per cent 
of this conversion cost is the charge 
for labor. 

‘“‘Domestic wool textile labor aver- 
ages about 23 per cent more efficient 
than in Great Britain, but American 

es are two and one-half times as 
. The other conversion costs are 
estimated at nearly 100 per cent 
higher in the United States than in 
Great Britain. 

“It is obvious that with the higher 
rates, American labor ee 
js a proportion of the man 
turing cost, a higher protective rate 
on the more expensive of 
weight fabrics is necessary 
to keep American labor employed in

“In American mills, with wages 150 
per cent higher and 23 per cent more 
efficient, the corresponding labor 
cost is $1.37. Other conversion 
charges amount to about 85 cents, 
making a total of $2.22 per pound. 
The difference between the domestic 
and the British conversion costs is 
$1.10 per pound, to be protected by 
an ad valorem rate. Fabrics costing 
$1.50 per pound in Great Britain have 
an export value of approximately 
$1.75, and the ad valorem rate is 60 
per cent. Owing to general use of 
estimates in arriving at this figure, 
a protective rate of 55 per cent is 
recommended on those valued at 
more than $2 per pound.”’. 


New Woven Fabric Duties. 
In Paragraph 1,109, covering woven 


| fabrics, the committee made a change 


in the compensatory rates on woven 
fabrics of wool proportionate to the 
change made in the duty on the raw 
wool. In the act of 1822 the highest 
value bracket provided for fabrics 
valued at more than 80 cents a 
pound, whereas the average value 
of imports under this paragraph 
amounts to about $2 a pound; 97 per 
cent of the total value of imports are 
valued at more than 80 cents a 
pound. 

The committee has therefore added 
two value brackets: (1) For fabrics 
valued at more than $1.50 but not 
more than $2 a pound, and (2) for 
fabrics valued at more than §2 a 
agree On these the protective rate 
s increased from 50 to 55 and 60 per 
cent, respectively. 

The committee made a change in 
Paragraph 1,110, in the compensatory 
duty on pile fabrics and manufac- 
tures thereof ‘eg Sige mag to. the 
change made in the duty on raw 
wool, but made no change in the 
value brackets or in the protective 
rates.

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We Need Laws We Can Respect 


WILLIAM RANDOLPH HEARST 


Present Hoover's appress on law enforcement 
at the Associated Press luncheon in New York 
was a shot in the air —a blank cartridge dis- 
charged against a blank wall. 


Everybody knows that the laws ought to be 
enforced. 


Everybody knows that the President ought to 
enforce the laws as far as comes within the obli- 
gation of his office. 


Everybody knows that the laws ought to be re- 
spected; just as everybody knows that women 
ought to be respected, and that women are re- 
spected by every decent man. 


But occasionally there is a woman who is not 
respected, who is not respectable, who does not 
respect herself, and whom no one in his heart can 
respect, no matter what outward observance of 
respect he may render. 


And so, occasionally, there are laws which 
cannot be respected no matter how they are ob- 
served by good citizens. 


And there are lawmakers who cannot be re- 
spected—such, for instance, as gentlemen who 


impose dry laws upon the land and carry whiskey 
flasks in their hip pockets. 


* @ * 


REsPECT FOR LAW is a good thing when the laws 
and lawmakers are worthy of respect. 


But if the American people had had respect 
for all laws, good or bad, there would have been 
no Boston Tea Party to protest against the inva- 
sion of the rights and liberties of our people; no 
Declaration of Independence to declare liberty 
and equality as the inalienable rights of man; no 
United States of America to establish libertv and 
equality as the foundation stones of republican 
government; and in that sad case, no President 
Hoover, but only a certain Herbert Hoover, emi- 
nent engineer, and a loyal and law-respecting 
subject of His Majesty King George V. 


Of course, there should be respect for law in 
the abstract, but first there should be laws which 
deserve respect. 


It is better to respect the fundamental Ameri- 
can principles of liberty, equality and justice than 
it is to respect laws which infringe upon these 
inalienable rights of man. 


Of course, there should be respect for.the law- 
makers; but how can lawmakers be respected who 
first take a drink and then pass a law imposing 
five years penal servitude and $10,000 fine upon 
any citizen who takes a drink, and then go back 
and take another drink out of a' bottle of whiskey 
which they have smuggled through the customs 
under their privilege as Congressmen? 


Of course, law-enforcement machinery should 
be respected; but how can it be respected when 
the head of the machine tells the law-enforce- 
ment officers that the recent liquor law must not 
be enforced against all the community, but only 
against part of the community—must not be en- 
forced in all cases, but only in some cases—and 
that the discretion for its enforcement lies in the 
hands of the law-enforcing officers? 


How wide open this decision leaves the door 
to blackmail and bribery and corruption, when 
corruption is already rotting the social and politi- 
cal fabric of the NATION! 


How this decision shatters the foundation 
stones of the REPUBLIC! 


~The cornerstone of liberty has already been 
reduced to dust. 


And now another cornerstone—Equality be- 
fore the Law—is crumbling before our eyes. 
President Hoover says in the course of his 
speech at the Associated Press luncheon:

If the tariff bill introduced in the 
House yesterday is the “limited 
revision”? which President HOOVER 
recommended, many bewildered read- 
ers of the measure will be tempted 
to ask what unlimited revision 
would have been. They see that 
hundreds of rates have been changed, 
nearly every one of them in the up- 
ward direction. It will require close 
study of the full text of the new Dill 
before one can discover the number 
of alterations mede, and the reasons 
for them, but even the summary of 
the proposals shows that they go 
far beyond what the President had 
led the country to expect. 

There is no great surprise in the 

ricultural schedules. They are 
the great repository of duties for 
the protection of the farmer which 
do not protect him. These rates are 
all shoved up higher, so that the 
simple-minded farmer can gaze up 
at them with new admiration for 
the beauties of the protective sys- 
tem. He will note, for example, that 
the duty on corn is hereafter to be 
25 cents a bushel instead of the 
present rate of 15. This may seem 
splendid unless he has his attention 
called to the fact that the imports 
of corn have been only about five 
one-hundredths of one per cent of 
the total production in this country. 
Then he will conclude that the old 
Republican game of fooling the 
farmer is going on with renewed 
hilarity. Possibly American sheep- 
men will be highly pleased to see 
that the duty on raw wool is pushed 
up 10 per cent, from 31 cents a 
pound to 34. But what will Presi- 
dent HOOVER’s newly found friends in 
Argentina, and other South Ameri- 
can countries, think of this slap in 
the face for their export trade to 
the United States? 

,No doubt the Republican mem- 

ers of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee sought earnestly to confine 
the revision of the tariff to a few 
schedules, as the President desired. 
But they were subjected to furious 
pressure from the horse-leech pro- 
tectionists who always cry for more, 
and felt compelled to yield in a 
great number of cases. This kind 
of thing has always happened be- 
fore, and should have surprised no 
one. To attempt to limit tariff re- 
vision is like hoping that the waters 
will not rush out when you have 
broken down the dam that retains 
them. And the matter is certain 
to grow worse as time passes, in 
the sense that the protectionists 
will be making their demands more 
urgent and impudent. When the 
bill gets to the Senate the sky itself 
will scarcely be high enough for the 
limit. 





NO-PARTY GOVERNMENT. 


After 2 P. M. today only a time- 
ration of twenty minutes may be 
distributed among Senators still 
hungering for speech on the export 
debenture excrescence on the farm 
relief bill. Its fate will soon be de- 
termined. Whether its friends, 
largely friends of political mischief, 


or the friends of the administra-| 


tion win, and by whatever narrow 
squeak, the whole episode is discour- 
aging, except, perhaps, to Senator 
NorRIs, that enthusiast for non- 
party government. There have been 
too many instances, even periods, 
of this in the Senate in the last few 


years. It was hoped that it was 
over. It is continuing. 

On paper there is a good Repub- 
lican majority. To count it you have 
to count the habitual or occasional 
Republican Insurgents. In this de- 
benture matter there is a baker’s 
dozen. Every one of them but Mr. 
Norris, Mr. BLAINE and Mr. LA 
FOLLETTE supported Mr. HOOVER. 
Every one of them is now fighting 
against him. Always centripetal to 
himself, Mr. BoRAH is naturally cen- 
trifugal. Reactionary HIRAM JOHN- 
SON remembers that he, too, w-3 
once a Progressive. Mr. NYE has 
been tottering on the edge of the 
abyss, crying to Mr. HOOVER to save 
him or push him in. The two Wis- 
consin Senators are Lafollettians 
under a Republican alias. North 
Dakota Republicanism keeps the 
great Non-Partisan League tradi- 
tion. And so on. The country im- 
pulsively believed that the Republi- 
can party was in power. It is not. 
There are two Republican parties. 
Nearly a fourth of the so-called 
Republicans in the Senate is in 
opposition. 

The greater party of the opposi- 
tion consists of all but three or four 
Democrats. They have united with 
the Republican Left on a measure 
which denies what has been regard- 
ed as a fundamental Democratic 
doctrine. How often before the be- 
ginning of a Congress have some of 
these gentlemen renounced a fac- 
tious opposition. Again they yield to 
temptation and are unequally yoked 
with unbelievers. It would be pre- 
sumptuous to distribute among 
Democratic Senators and Republi- 
cans of the Left responsibility for 
an unhappy condition that impedes 
or prevents responsible party gov- 
ernment. It is not pleasant to con- 
template these fluid and shifting co- 
alitions, the almost jocular readiness 
with which nearly half the Senate 
baits the President, much in the 
spirit of schoolboys of eighty years 
ago locking out the teacher. 

Is this sort of thing to go on? It 
is nothing new for the Senate to 
make a holy show of itself; but this 
group and combination habit is de- 
pressing. Its insincerity, malice and 
futility are evident. Those are quali- 
ties seemingly dear to Progressive 
;Republicans. Why must the Demo- 
|crats borrow them? 











LIVING DOWNTOWN. 


Plans announced yesterday for a 
group of residential skyscrapers 
overlooking the Hudson on the 
lower west side would sound fantas- 
tic if the city had not grown accus- 
tomed lately to spectacular building 
ventures. For many years, while 
Wall Street remained unmoved and 
the tenements of the east side un- 
disturbed, residents and retail trade 
marched steadily northward up 
Manhattan. Recently, this move- 
ment has shown signs of slowing 
down. Central Park offered a phys- 
ical barrier to the stores; Harlem a 
social barrier to the homes. Some 
authorities think that midtown Man- 
hattan within its present limits will 
offer the highest class of retail 
trade a permanent abode. Resi- 
dence, balked in its northward mi- 
gration, sought expansion vertically 
in a forest of skyscraper apartments 
and horizontally to east and west 
and south in developments like Sut- 
ton Place, Tudor City and the re- 
vival of Washington Square, back- 
waters and eddies in a stream that 
long ago thought it had left them 
behind. 

The latest of these developments 
will be anchored to Wall Street. It 
could have no safer moorings, for 
the financial district has long been 
anchored to the native rock of Man- 
hattan. No district in the city is 
more free to go where it will, none 
more sure to stay where it is. The 
Regional Plan Committee, after a 
careful study of the district, came 
to the conclusion that nothing short 
of an earthquake could dislodge it. 
Whether the promoters of the pres- 
ent’plan, some of whom are among 
the most forward-looking real estate 
men in the city, can persuade those 
who work downtown in the daytime 
to live there at night, and to bring 
up their families there, is another 
question. Apparently, that is what is 
contemplated. The announcement 
speaks of the need of large banking 
houses for the ‘“ permanent housing 
of members of their staffs.” There 
will be accommodations for tran- 
sients and out-of-town visitors, but 
most of the space in the first build- 
ing will be set aside for “ executives 
of moderate means.” It is expected 
that executives in the higher income 
brackets, who may already have 
homes in the country, will take 
tower apartments, following the ex- 
ample of a few financiers who have 
already experimented with living 
quarters downtown. 

Regional planners say that the 
congestion of New York can be miti- 
gated only by a better distribution 
of population. They would like to 
see residence brought closer to busi- 
ness, eliminating the “friction of 
space.” Persons who fall in with 
this particular venture will be able 
to avoid the vexations of crowded 
subways and suburban trains. They 
will walk to their places of business. 
The pedestrian, as every traffic 
engineer knows, is an exceptionally 
effective unit in the traffic flow. 
Mr. BING and his associates must 
reckon, however, with the psycho- 
logical factor. While some men and 
women may be willing to go back to 
the practices of their ancestors and 
live where they work, others will 
always prefer a residence more 























remote from cluttered desks and 
crowded subways and canyon streets. 
Mr. BING offers them escape at least 
from the subways; and from the 
windows of his tower, overlooking 
the lower Hudson and the harbor, 
they will have a prospect unsur- 
passed anywhere in the world. 








A ROAD TO ROME. 


Rome still draws with a charm 
which age does not diminish. The 
Prix de Rome borrows some of its 
distinction from the name it bears. 
It must give its winner something 
more of pride than the mere being 
born a Roman in the elder day, for 
it means gaining a residence in 
Rome by some outstanding merit. 
The award of the prize in painting 
this year arouses special interest 
because the young man to whom it 
was awarded had to surmount the 
difficulties which poverty puts in 
the way of youth. Yet in doing 
what is generally looked upon as 
menial labor he in no degree de- 
meaned himself but rather made the 
“action fine.” Drudgery is seen to 
be “divine” when it has such a 
crown, but as a matter of fact it is 
not less so for many who have had 
no such experience in their labor— 
who struggle on without hope of a 
prize in devotion to a duty which is 
accepted or to a dream which can 
never be fully realized. 

All rejoice to see one succeed 
through persistence and ability. 
Success has been made dramatic in 
this instance by this Southern young 
man’s finding his way open to “ that 
city men call Rome,” which still as 
in Virgil’s day 
: lifts her crown 

Far as the cypress o’er the 
hedge-row thorn. 

His “ urgent errand,” as was that 
of Tityrus, is the freedom of “the 
Eternal City ” which he has won and 
which is virtually conferred upon 
him in the presence of his own peo- 
ple and the artistic world. The win- 
ner of the award in sculpture, Mr. 
WAUGH, who accompanies Mr. SIT- 
TON on his journey to Rome, has 
substantial achievement already to 
his credit and already knows the 
way. If the lustre of the prize is 
somewhat lessened by this, the 
promise is even greater. 

The late WILLIAM RUTHERFORD 
MEAD, speaking for the American 
Academy of Rome, under whose aus- 
pices these awards are made, once 
said that it is not for narrow tech- 
nical training that we send our 
youth to Rome, whether in painting 
or sculpture, in architecture or in 
classical studies, but especially for 
a ‘vivid comprehension of the 
“meaning and the beauty and the 
“inspiration of what past genera- 
“tions of great men have given to 
“the world.” There is also an espe- 
cial opportunity to become aware of 
the interrelation of ‘all fine forms 
of human expression” in _ this 
Aurelian Academy, where painters, 
sculptors, architects, musicians, 
scholars have daily companionship 
by day and night. Not far away 
from their villa is the little open-air 
theatre beside the tree of TASSO. In 
its shade the poet had his last sight 
of the city which MARION CRAWFORD 
thought it better to see in those 
days, but which still draws the 
world to herself, for her ‘“ changes 
‘are not from life to death but from 
“one life to another.” 








SOCIAL WAR AT THE CAPITAL. 


Where diplomats and other Wash- 
ington hosts do not venture is easy 
footing for Mrs. NICHOLAS LONG- 
WORTH. Precedents in official so- 
ciety have never meant anything to 
her. Details of etiquette which she, 
as well as others less distinguished, 
found boring she rarely troubled to 
observe. To her is due whatever 
relaxation there has been of the 
procession of meaningless “calls” 
among officials in Washington. Not 
only the daughter of President 
ROOSEVELT and the wife of the 
Speaker of the House, but a witty 
and forceful commentator on public 
affairs, Mrs. LONGWORTH has for 
years made her own social laws; to 
challenge her freedom was to risk 
being barred from her brilliant 
salon. 

In some respects she seems the 
most illogical woman in Washington 
to rise in defense of a society canon, 
as in the jovial case of Mrs. GANN, 
sister and “hostess” of Vice Presi- 
dent CuRTIS. But before she is 
through with her campaign logic 
will have been forgotten in the play 
of tactics and the fire of repartee. 
Already she, the inspiration of 
“ Alice blue” in her father’s time, is 
credited with the joke about the 
present administration’s colors being 
“Gann green.” The hides of many 
statesmen bristle with the lingual 
barbs she has hurled at them from 
time to time. And the fact that this 
time she stands for the literal ob- 
servance of a section of the general 
law, having herself flouted other 
sections, is not so interesting to 
Washington as the thrilling sight of 
“ Princess ALICE” in action again. 

The issue is not hard to under- 
stand. Were Mrs. GANN the wife of 
the Vice President, her place at the 
right of every host at dinners not 
attended by Mrs. HOOVER would be 
unquestioned. But is she, as the 
Vice President’s sister, entitled to 
that right? If so, then the diplo- 
matic corps and Mrs. EUGENE MEYER 
Jr. were correct in arranging to give 
her precedence over diplomats’ 
wives, Supreme Court wives and— 
here is the rub—the wife of the 
Speaker of the House. If not, then 
among those who take precedence 








over her is Mrs. NICHOLAS LONG- 
WORTH. The Secretary of State, wise 
in his generation, gently passed the 
buck to the diplomatic corps., The 
corps, not being disposed to offend 
the Vice President of the United 


States, gave the Perpetual Right to 
his hostess-sister.: But no interna- 
tional complications, as with the 
diplomats, beset Mrs, LONGWORTH, 
and no political perplexities intrude, 
as with Secretary STIMSON. 
are quicksands to them is a granite 
base to her, and the rock shall fly 
from its strong base as soon as she. 

It should prove a warm Spring 
and Summer in social Washington. 
Individual problems are many there, 
but none so difficult as that which 
besets Kansas. For there ‘“ DOLLY” 
CURTIS was born, there ‘“ CHARLIE” 
CURTIS came to honor, but there also 
THEODORE ROOSEVELT swung his 
sombrero and proclaimed The New 
Nationalism while thousands cheered. 
We await the measured editorial 
judgment of Emporia, of Lyons and 
of Wichita. 








GOMEZ OF VENEZUELA. 


Every effort is being made by the 
Venezuelan Congress to persuade 
General JUAN VICENTE GOMEZ to 
accept the office as President for 
another seven years. He was re- 
elected by Congress without a dis- 
senting vote, but declined to serve. 
At last accounts he was persisting 
in that attitude. At 72 he desires to 
lay down the cares of office. He is 
evidently the kind of dictator that 
the people of Venezuela like. About 
twenty years ago General GOMEZ 
succeeded CIPRIANO CASTRO in the 
Presidency, but in character and 
achievements there has been little 
resemblance between the two. 
CASTRO was erratic and violent, hos- 
tile to foreigners, with a notion that 
he could flout the most powerful 
nations, feeling secure under the 
Monroe Doctrine. 

GOMEZ has raised Venezuela in the 
esteem of the world. His support 
comes from a people whom he has 
taught to work and to be frugal. 
To unite them he has built roads on 
a lavish scale. He has sometimes 
put down factional differences with 
an iron hand. GOMEZ has been com- 
pared with PORFIRIO DIAZ. ‘‘ General 
GOMEZ,” says the Mexican journalist 
GARCIA NARANJO, who visited him 
upon his plantation near Maracay, 
“is not like General DIAZ nor any 
“one else. He is a distinct type, 
“entirely original”: 

General GomEz keeps the simple 
habits and austere manner of 
twenty years ago. He continues to 
be an agriculturist in constant 
touch with the land. He lives in 
the city of Maracay, because there 
he is just one step from his pas- 
ture lands and haciendas. * * * 
Every day he deals directly with 

foremen, farm hands and peons; 
consequently, he has not grown 
apart nor alienated himself from 
the soul of the people. 


He himself grows cotton, breeds 


cattle and is a forester with a love 
of trees unusual in a Latin Ameri- 
can. He has established creameries, 
paper mills, wool and cotton fac- 
tories. ‘No one,” says NARANJO, 
“was ever able to coordinate the 
“energies of the republic as General 
“GOMEZ has succeeded in doing.” 
He does not parade himself as a re- 
former and a democrat, but, in a 
sense, he is both. Under his rule, 
which does not permit political lib- 
erty to embarrass him, the Vene- 
zuelans have prospered. Turbulent 
politicians have been held in check. 
And yet he has been able to close 
prisons and turn them into parks. 
He is one of the most remarkable 
figures in South America. 








“JOURNALISTES.” 


Any one who supposes that be- 
cause Frenchwomen have not yet 
gained the vote their progress along 
other than political lines must lag 
behind will be instructed by a series 
of articles now appearing in the 
Revue des Deux Mondes. Under the 
title ‘Women of Today” COLETTE 
YvER has already discussed women 
doctors, dentists, lawyers, engineers, 
government employes and traveling 
saleswomen. In the latest issue she 
takes up women writers, in partic- 
ular, newspaper workers. Here is a 
field which combines adventure, ex- 
ploration, the hunt, battle—an occu- 
pation with no rest, no routine, no 
continuity, no fixed rules. It does 
not offer so inviting a career for 
women, Mile. YVER believes, as does 
medicine, the bar, pharmacy or gov- 
ernment work, where a scheme of 
life is planned once and for all and 
where one may settle down. 

Journalism demands, according to 
Mile. YVER, women who are full of 
the zest of life, keen for the novelty 
of the unknown, and ready to launch 
out each day as if on the beginning 
of a new career. Apparently there 
is no dearth of them in France, for 
women are to be found in all lines 
of journalistic work. There are 
twenty-odd on the reporting staff of 
French papers, who make the round 
from Vincennes to Auteuil just as 
do the men. They cover the police 
courts, traffic accidents and so on. 
Some of them, sisters to our sob sis- 
ters, specialize on abandoned wives, 
unfortunate girls, all the small fry 
of feminine tragedy. 

A French woman reporter asks 
nothing better than to interview 
celebrities. Young, wrapped in a 
fur coat, armed with pencil and note- 
book and a make-up to rival a Japa- 
nese print, she faces her man. It is 
a@ good game on both sides. The emi- 
nent foreigner remarks that the 
French economic situation is good, 
that he is glad to read novels by

women, that BALZAC was a great 
writer, that he has just made a trip 
to Norway. He lets the information 
be pried loose from him that his 
country produces many children, 
that French scenery is beautiful, 
that he has gone up in the Tour 
Eiffel and that he learned to read 
when four years old. As for the 
Balkans, Mademoiselle—the most 
picturesque country in Europe, ex- 
traordinary women, but bad roads. 
The girl reporter leaves, happy to 
have a good story, and the notable 
one congratulates himself on having 
kept his really important opinions to 
himself. 

When it comes to women editors 
of great dailies, they have not dis- 
appeared with La Fronde, so suc- 
cessfully edited by Mme. MARGUERITE 
DURAND. Today the Journal de Rou- 
baix has a woman editor of ability, 
Mme. ANNE-MARIE REBOUX. Women 
editors are to be found more par- 
ticularly at the head of revues and 
magazines, such as the~ Annales 
Politiques et Littéraires, L’Europe 
Nouvelle, the Mode Pratique. Maga- 
zines particularly devoted to the in- 
terests of women, such as La Revue 
de la Femme, Petit Echo de la Mode 
and La Femme Chic, can no longer 
be classed as simply fashion maga- 
zines. They have an editorial policy, 
a tone, a color of their own. One 
goes in for suffrage, another for 
education. The feminine press is 
humanitarian. In this field the 
Frenchwoman holds her own very 
well. 








THE EAST SIDE’S FUTURE. 


The beginning of construction on 
the new subway that is to trav- 
erse the lower east side and link it 
up with the north-and-south rapid 
transit lines has been hailed as ush- 


section. But rejuvenation of an old 
residential district may mean two 
things. It may denote modernized 
housing for the old population or the 
moving in of a new population. In 
New York City it has almost invari- 
ably been the second process. Green- 
wich Village, large sections of the 
+ upper west side where old tenements 
have been replaced by fifteen-story 
apartment houses, and the middle 
east side, whither Fashion is now 
flowing, are obviously not examples 
of what social workers mean when 
they speak of improved housing. 
So when Borough President MILLER 
Says of the lower east side that its 
old tenements will soon be replaced 
by high-class apartments, the ques- 
tion is whether they will be oc- 
cupied by those who live in the 
present tenements. 

The answer is that, to a consider- 
able degree, the present population 
should avail itself of improved 
housing opportunities. | Economic 
need does not account for all the 
congestion east of the Bowery and 
south of Fourteenth Street. There 
are thousands of families on the 
east side who could well afford to 
follow the example of the hundreds 
of thousands who in the course of 


years have drained off from the east 
side into Harlem. the Bronx, Queens 
and Brooklyn. They stay because of 
habit and sentiment, or for business 
reasons. The editorial offices of the 
foreign language newspapers, the 
theatres, the literary and artistic 
cafés, remain in lower Manhattan. 
Habit accounts for many families 
sticking to obsolete housing when 
they could well afford to pay for 
better. When modern apartment 
houses are brought to them they 
should move in. 

For modern housing for the low- 
est-income classes the outlook on 
the east side is not very bright. It 
seems useless to speak of modern 
dwellings at anything below the 
$12.50 a room which the latest un-

becomes particularly tricky if the 
jokester broadcasts his comedy. No 
one except the comic with a reputa- 
tion can be sure of not being misun- 
derstood. WILL RoGers can get away 
with the meanest remarks because 
every one, including the person he 
is talking about, says: ‘‘Oh, that’s 
all right. He doesn’t mean anything 
by that. It’s just one of his jokes.’’ 

English writers of plays and skits 
have a‘striking fondness for poking 
fun at political leaders and other 
prominent fellow-countrymen. The 
Gilbert and Sullivan operettas hit the 
high spots for this sort of true satiri- 
cal wit. The other day a well-known 
British playwright, who had provided 
a humorous skit for a musical revue, 
was informed that it would have to 
be omitted from the entertainment. 
It was a sketch of the home life of 
MUSSOLINI, showing that a dictator 
is not boss to his wife and children.

He can ridicule 
native statesmen on the stage if he 
cares to, but his jokes about foreign- 
ers must be confined to the printed 
page. 





Bar Association Disturbances.

In January, 1928, Judge Franklin A. Grif-

I have been a member of the American 
Bar Association, the New York State Bar 
Assoviation, the Association of the Bar of 
the City of New York and the New York 
County Lawyers Association for many years. 

It is not my purpose to criticize any of 
those distinguished bodies for failing to take 
notice of the Mooney case. I wish merely to 
call attention to the fact that each of the 
associations has been disturbed for the past 
few months by groups of dignified barristers 
of the Rutherford B. Hayes period and vocal 
youngsters of the present day who seem to 
be animated by two ambitions—one to anni- 
hilate the Eighteenth Amendment by non- 
constitutional methods and the other to see 


their names in print.

THE TRIALS OF A BONDSMAN. 


One Relates His Diffifculties in 

Obtaining a Prison--’s Reicase. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

My experience in providing bail for 
Mrs. Mary Ware Dennett may cxem- 
plify the inefficiency of the Federal 
District Court in Brooklyn. 


On Jan. 7, 1929, I was informed by 
one of Mrs. Dennctt’s sons that she 
had been summoned to court the next 
morning charged with mailing ob- 
scene matter in the form of her pam- 
phlet on sex instruction. Having 
known the pamphlet for ten years, 
and believing it to contain valuable 
information on the subject of sex, I 
agreed to furnish bail, and appeared 
at the Postoffice Building at 10:10

My personal bond was rejected, al- 
though I had with me the deed and 
tax receipts of my house worth many 
times the amount of the bail, the 
reason given being that property in 
Manhattan was in a different district 
from Brooklyn, and, therefore, could 
not be accepted.

|to the third floor, where the officer |

Judge’s chambers. 

These were closed until 2 o’clock, 
and when the Judge appeared he 
said that the paper should be taken 
to the clerk of the court. We did 
this, and the clerk presented it to 
the Judge when he returned to the 
court room, and we were given the 
signed paper to take back to the 
fourth floor, where Mrs. Dennett 
was detained. 


There we were told to take the 
paper back to the second floor to ob- 
tain another signature, but when we | 
arrived there the proper official had | 
left, and we were informed that 
nothing further could be done. How- 
ever, the attorney persuaded the As- 
sistant District Attorney to provide 
a substitute signature, armed with 
which we went to another office, 
where the $2,500 in cash was ac- 
cepted. No receipt was given, and I 
was informed that $25 would be de- 
ducted when the bail was returned. 


We were given a note to a woman 
on the fourth floor, who said that 
we could not get Mrs. Dennett out 
until we obtained another approval 
on the second floor. The elevator 
had stopped running by this time, 
though it was only 2:10 P. M., and 
the court house was almost deserted. 
Walking up again to the fourth floor 
I swore to my signature and was 
sent back again to the second floor to 
get another order, which I took back 
to the fourth floor and was then per- 
mitted to leave with Mrs. Dennett. 

Several times during these pro- 
cedings a suggestion was made that 
I employ a professional bondsman; 
but as the charge was $75, and as I 
would have had to make myself lia- 
ble just as if I were on the bond my- 
self, I rejected the proposal.

The principal address was deliv- 
ered by the Rev. Dr. Malcolm James 
McLeod, pastor of the Collegiate Re- 
formed Church of St. Nicholas and 
President of the Synod of the Re- 
formed Church of America. His 
subject was ‘‘The Ministry Which 
Our World Demands.’’ The preach- 
er should not be a social reformer, 
declared the clergyman. 

“The first work of the preacher 
is not to secure social justice, but to 
make men socially just,’’ he said 
“That was Christ’s propaganda and 
it worked. It always worked.”’ 


Sees Danger in Decline of Pulpit. 
Dr. McLeod asserted that the 


| greatest danger threatening organ- 


ized religion was the decline of the 
pulpit. 

‘First of all,’ he said, ‘‘the minis- 
ter must be a real man, if he com- 
pels respect it must be because he is 
aman. The greatest sermon a man 
can preach in his own manhood. 
Then he must be a student, it is in 
the libraries that ministers have per- 
fected their art. Third, he must bea 
preacher—a living voice that God 
may reveal Himself. Fourth, the 
minister must be.a messenger. He 
must not change the message; that 
is not his business. The message 
does not belong to him. He be- 
longs to the mé@ssage. He does 
not possess the truth. The truth 
possesses him. He is the exponent 
of the love of God and the will of 
God.”’ 

Dr. McLeod told the graduating 
class that he believed that creeds 
should be rewritten every few years. 

‘‘But let a2 man tell not his doubts 
but the trust he has found,’’ he 
warned. ‘‘Let him preach Jesus 
Christ, and let him rejoice in the 
privilege of declaring God. What we 
need today is the positive Gospc!l. 
The world is sick of negations. What 
an opportunity is yours today, to 
preach the unsearchable riches of 
Jesus Christ.”’ 

The ceremonies today opened with 
the academic procession, led by the 
Rev. Dr. Frederick W. Loetscher, 
marshal. Prayer was said by the 
Rev. Dr. W. Courtland Robinson of 
Delhi, N. Y., a director.

Excess of Patients 40 Per Cent. 


It now has, according to its super- 
intendents, 40 per cent more patients 
than its certified bed capacity, while 
the average is 30 per cent. The insti- 
tution, according to Dr. C. L. Vaux, 
assistant superintendent, has 6,674 
patients, of whom. 672 are on parole, 
leaving an excess of 1,754 patients 
over its capacity of 4,248, .

WHITE PRIDE LEADS 
TO TOWN SHOOTING 


Alloway, N. J., Suspects Family 
of Having Negro Blood and 
Tries to Drive It Out. 








WOMAN WOUNDS OFFICIAL 





Draws Gun in Fracas Which Begins 
When Stones Are Hurled at House 
at Drum Corps Rehearsal.

ALLOWAY, N. J., May 7.—Post- 
master Lewis Collier was in Salem 
Hospital today with a slight bullet 
wound in his chest and his alleged 
assailant, Mrs. Lillian Fleming, is in 
Salem County jail, charged with atro- 
cious assault and battery and carry- 
ing concealed weapons as a result of 
a fracas which broke up the weekly 
meeting and rehearsal of the Fife 
and Drum Corps here. 

The chain of events which culmi- 
nated in the shooting began last Sat- 
urday when Mr. and Mrs. Edward 
Robinson and Mrs. Fleming, who is 
Mrs. Robinson’s sister, moved into 
the trim white house next to the 
town hall and promptly were ordered 
by the townsfolk to move on. The 
townsfolk suspected Mrs. Robinson 
and her sister of having negro an- 
cestors and would not listen to the 
family’s denials and protestations 
that they are white. 

Alloway has civic pride. It boasts 
of being a ‘100 per cent American’”’ 
town. All of its 150 inhabitants 
are white. They also are Protestant. 
The last negro the town harbored 
was “‘only passing through.’’ He was 
driving a load of hay when some 
of the town’s blades saw him, drove 
him from his wagon, spilled the con- 
tents of the hayrick on the road- 
side and set .it ablaze. That was 
ten years ago. The lesson had its 
effect. Alloway continued the even 
tenor of its way until last Saturday. 

That was when the Robinsons ar- 
rived. That, too, was when the 
trouble started. For Saturday night 
between forty and fifty of the 
town’s younger set gathered in front 
of the Robinson home, and after 
hooting and yelling at the occupants 
amused themselves by hurling stones 
through the windows of the house. 
One stone had this message tied 
around it: 

Notice TO EDWARD ROBINSON. 

Get out of Alloway. This is your 


final notice. 

As frequently happens in such 
cases, the note was not signed. Sun- 
day the community was occupied at 
church.- Monday night the Fife and 
Drum Corps met at the Town Hall 
for its weekly rehearsal, an event 
which drew half the population to 
the neighborhood of Edward Robin- 
son’s home. Some townsfolk said 
afterward that Mrs. Robinson and 
Mrs. Fleming had sneered at them 
as they entered the Town Hall, 
which serves as Fire Headquarters 
as well as the meeting room of the 
Fife and Drum Corps, and other or- 
ganizations which comprise the fab- 
ric of the town’s social life. Mrs. 
Fleming and the Robinsons, how- 
ever, insisted that all they had done 
ce retort to the jibes of the towns- 

olk. 

Anyway, Postmaster Collier ordered 
Constable Edward Van Meter and 
Sheriff J. Emmor Robinson to quell 
the disturbance, so the Fife and 
Drum Corps meeting and rehearsal 
could proceed. As the three men 
advanced upon the two women, with 
the crowd ok Mrs. Flemi 
drew a pistol from her errr an 
fired one.shot, which whistled past 
the Sheriff, hummed by the consta- 
ble and. struck a glancing blow on 
the postmaster’s chest. 

The sheriff was not at home last 
night. Neither was the constable. 
The sheriff's wife, however, ex- 
plained the affair as follows: 

“The Robinsons moved here from 
Carney’s Point, where there are sev- 
eral negro families. Alloway prides 
itself on having no negro residents. 
There may be one or two colored 
families living on the outskirts, but 
their children are not allowed to at- 
tend Alloway schools. The town 
pays their transportation and tuition 
n Salem. Somehow, word got 
around that there was negro blood 
in Mrs. Robinson’s family and the 

eople of Alloway ordered them to 
eave town. When they didn’t there 
was trouble, although I was informed 
that Mrs. Fleming started it.’’

The City of New York obtained a: 
premium of $734,281 yesterday for an 
issue of $52,000,000 5% per cent sub- 
way corporate stock, due Dec. 15, 
1932, marking the first time in many 
years that the city has obtained the 
equivalent of a retail instead of a 
wholesale price for its obligations. 
The price was 101.412, equivalent to 
a 4.8065 per cent interest cost to the 
city, paid by a single banking house, 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co., acting for their 
Own account and for a few of their 
clients. Owing to the fact that the 
bankers had put in an ‘‘all or any 
: abag instead of an ‘‘all or none” 

nder, $9,000 of the bonds went toa 
small bidder whose bids ranged from 
101.50 to 102. 

Of the eighteen bids received, 
totaling $370,085,000, three were for 
‘fall or none’ by syndicates inten4d- 
ing to reoffer the bonds. These bids 
were 100.899 by the Chase Securities 
Corporation and associates, 100.4233 
by a group headed by the National 
City Company, and 100.263 by a syn- 
dicate headed by Halsey, Stuart & 
Co. These syndicates also put in bids 
for ‘‘all or any part,’’ offering, re- 
spectively, 100.01, 100.01 and 100.15. 


Teachers Get a Block. 


This sale was the first time in 
more than a dozen years that a single 
banking group or bidder failed to 
obtain the award of the total issue. 
The individual who obtained the 
block of $9,000 was Henry G. 
Schneider, as secretary of the Evan- 
der Childs Association, an organiza- 
tion of school teachers. The bids for 
the $9,000 were as follows: 102 for 
the first $5,000, 101.50 for $1,000, 
101.75 for $1,000, 101.80 for $1,000 and 
101.85 for $1,000, amounting to a 
premium of $169. 

Kuhn. Loeb & Co. announced yes- 
terday that the issue would not be 
reoffered. Although it has been sev- 
eral years since Kuhn, Loeb have 
received an issue of New York City 
bonds thev have submitted tenders 
for several issues. In 1914 J. P. 
Morgan & Co. and Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co. tga 4 marketed an issue of 
$100,000,000 of the city’s bonds with- 
out profit when the World War had 
upset the bond market. 

The difference between the Kuhn, 
Loeb bids and the next highest ten- 
der, that of the Chase Securities Cor- 
poration group, amounted to $266,- 
760, which roughly approximates the 
difference between the wholesale and 
the retail price, assuming that a dis- 
tributing group planned to reoffer 
the bonds at about 101.50. 


Not Most Beneficial Salc. 


Although the city obtained the 
equivalent of a retail price for the 
issue, the basis of 4.8065 per cent is 


by no means the cheapest at which 
the city has been able to borrow in 
recent years. The last expensive 
transaction was the sale of $60,000,- 
000 long-term bonds and corporate 
stock on May 11, 1927, when the city 
sold an issue of 4s at a 3.935 per cent 
interest cost. 

At the last sale, held Nov. 20, 1928, 
an issue of $55,000,000 long-term 44s 
brought a premium of $461,999, or a 
4.2002 per cent interest cost. At that 
time the city considered the sellin 
of the present issue of $52,000,000 
short-term obligations but decided to 
hold the issue over. The present is- 
sue represents the second piece of 
financing for the new subway sys- 
tem, the first being $52,000,000 on 
Feb. 29, 1928. 

The principal bids for part of yes- 
terday’s issue were par for $1,500,000 
by the Federation Bank & Trust Co., 
100.111 for $1,000,000 by Farson, Son 
& Co., 100.7937 and 100.4753 for two 
blocks of $500,000 each, both by the 
Kings County Trust Company, of 
Brooklyn, and ten bids for $250,- 
000 each, ranging from 100.522 to 
100.8064, by the Emigrant Industrial 
Savings Bank.

Forty-Story Apartment. Hotel 
For Central Park South 





The site on Central Park South 
of the old ‘‘Spanish Flats,’’ New 
York’s pioneer cooperative apart- 
ment house project, is to be im- 
proved with a forty-story apart- 
ment hotel, planned to be the 
finest of its type ever erected. 

The property, now vacant, which 
has a frontage of 206 feet on both 
Central Park South and Fifty- 
eighth Street and is 100 feet east 
of Seventh Avenue, has been pur- 
chased by a corporation headed 
by Louis Cohan, from A. E. Lef- 
court, who bought it last year 
from Frederick Brown.

“This will mean one of two things 
—either a very large increase in the 
number of Federal judges or the 
continual embarrassment of civil liti- 
gants in the delays caused by the 
swelling tide of criminal indictments 
and trials under the prohibition act. 
In the Jones act itself there was in- 
terjected a proviso which can be ef- 
fective only as friendly counsel to the 
judiciary. 

“A legislative scheme of small pen- 
alties easily. enforced which would 
not leave it merely to the discretion 
of a judge in imposing sentence to 
discriminate between casual or slight 
violations and habitual sales of 
liquor or attempts to commercialize 
violations of the law while at the 
same time empowering him to im- 
pose penalties of an extremely vigor- 
ous character for the latter category 
of offenses would, I am inclined to 
think, be more effective in bringing 
about a more general observance of 
the prohibitory provision.’’

Court Justice Crain held yesterday 
in an opinion defining the statutory 
purposes of the station. He asserted 
that the subject matter, rather than 
the speaker or the occasion, was to 
be considered in determining the 
propriety and legality of the muni- 
cipal station’s programs. 

The opinion, which was issued in 
connection with a decision denying 
the application of Franklin Ford, 
owner of Station WHAP, for a tem- 
porary injunction restraining WNYC 
from broadcasting events of a Ro- 
man Catholic nature, declares that 
the station was established and is 
maintained by public funds raised by 
taxation and consequently can be 
employed solely for municipal pur- 
poses. Its use.for other purposes 
would be unlawful, according to the 
opinion, and if accompanied by 
waste, enjoinable at the instance of 
a taxpayer. 

“Municipal purposes are such as 
are mentioned in: the. charter or 


other statutes applicable tothe city,’’ | 


it continued. ‘‘The maintenance of 
institutions and instrumentalities for 
the instruction, enlightenment, im- 
provement, entertainment,  recrea- 
tion and welfare of the inhabitants 
of the. city is a municipal .purpose.’’ 

The court declared that those in 
charge of WNYC are required and 
expected to exercise discretion in 
selecting programs and ‘‘where they 
co not violate the law, it is to the 
public rather than to the courts that 
they will be required to account for 
the manner in which they exercise 


the discretion with which they are | 


invested.’’ 

“Doctrinal religious teaching can- 
not Jawfully be broadcast over the 
municipal radio,’’ the court said. 
“To permit this to be done would 
violate the spirit of the constitu- 
tional provisions.’’ 

The occasions cited by Ford in his 
complaint: do not substantiate his 
“has been 
used, or that those in charge of it 
threaten to use it for doctrinal re- 
ligious teaching, and it is not claimed 
that it is being used for either par- 
tisan political discussions or per- 
sonal exploitations,’’ the court con- 
cluded.

An old-fashioned parade, with blar- 
ing bands, lavish display’ of fire- 
works and red flares was staged in 
Jersey City last night by the sup- 
porters of Mayor Frank Hague to 
start -the last week of the Commis- 
sion election campaign. James Bur- 
kitt, political foe of the Mayor and 
supporter of the anti-Hague ’ fusion 
ticket, held a meeting on the steps 
of the Hudson County Court House. 

The Hague demonstration was put 
on in grand style. Motorcycle squads 
thundered along before the 15,000 
paraders, rockets and roman candles 
lighted the sky over the procession, 
pyrotechnic cascades dropped a rain 
of white’ fire over the moving line 
and a band was plsced between each 
of the twelve ward groups. 

Mayor Hague, former Governor A. 
Harry Moore and former United 
States Senator Edward I. Edwards 
were in the van. Behind them were 
the city commissioners and the com- 
missioners’ wives. The Mayor kept 
bowing in the glare of the red fire, 
waving a silk American flag. He 
was cheered all along the line.

As the procession moved into Jour- 
hal Square, which had been cleared 
of traffic, more than 10,000 specta- 
tors gave voice to their enthusiasm. 
From the tallest buildings on the 
square fireworks of every description 
and color spurted toward the sky, 
paling the varicolored strings of 
lamps with which the Boulevard 
Bridge and its approaches were fes- 
tooned.

The threat of a general strike of 
about 30,000 needleworkers in the 
women’s cloak and suit branch of 
the garment industry when the pres- 
ent agreement expires on June 1 ap- 
peared as a serious possibility yes- 
| terday when the International Ladies’ 
'Garment Workers’ Union announced 


| that a general strike committee 


| would be organized by the joint 
| board of the Cloak and Dressmakers’ 
| Union at a special meeting tonight at 
'$S West Sixteenth Street. 

The announcement sent out from 
'the union’s headquarters, 3 West Six- 
‘teenth Street, explained that:the gen- 
|eral manager, Isidore Nagler, would 
| present a report of the conferences 
!held by representatives of the union 
i with the Industrial Council, the Mer- 
chant, Ladies’ Garment ‘Association 
and the American Association, and 
further that he would propose names 
of leaders for the different commit- 
tees to constitute the general strike 
committee. . r 

The union is organizing a strike 
committee, according to its leaders, 
because of what the union describes 
as the “unfriendly attitude’’ of: the 
employer groups: ee a a 

David Dubinsky, acting president 
of the International Ladies Garment 
Workers’ Union, who, with other 
union leaders spent the last week- 
end with Benjamin Schlesinger, pres- 
ident, at Parkesville, N. Y., where 
he is recuperating, gave out a state- 
ment concerning the sudden organi- 
zation of the general strike commit- 
tee, in which he said: , 

‘‘We certainly are surprised at 
the attitude taken by the Industrial 
Council. The unfriendly tone of the 
statements: by Mr: Grossman, presi- 
dent of the Industrial Council, es- 
pecially the announcement that: the 
association is preparing for an emer- 
gency while ‘conferences. are still 
pending, cannot be construed other 
than a challenge to the union for 
which we myst immediately proceed 
to make the necessary preparations. 
Mr. Grossman’s threat that the em- 
sere ‘are infinitely better prepared 

or trouble than they were at this 
distance prior to thé 1926 strike’ is 
an additional proof to us that the 
employers, in spite of their conten- 
tions of a desire for peace, are at- 
tempting to drag the industry into 
another general strike. - 

‘‘Fhe union has presented demands 
to the employers that are reasonable 
and absolutely essential for the well- 
being and peace of the industry. The 
issue upon which the -Industrial 
Council seems to lay much stress is 
the change in the. so-called reorgani- 
zation. clause. This demand, the 
— jis convinced, needs modifica- 

on. 

“The employers utilized the re- 
organization right to decrease rather 
than enlarge the units of production 
and in many instances reduced the 
wages of the workers under threat 
of discharge. This was-contrary to 
the spirit and letter of the agree- 
ment. The-employers also used this 
reorganization clause for the purpose 
of discouraging union activity in 
their shops. Chairmen and commit- 
tees have, in some shops, suffered 
discharges under the reorganization 
clause for no other reason than in- 
sisting on the enforcement of the 
agreement. ; 

“The union is still ready and hope- 
ful of coming to a peaceful under- 
standing with the employers. How- 
ever, in view of the fact that the as- 
sociations openly boast of making 
preparations for a strike, the union 
will immediately proceed to make 
the necessary preparations and if no 
peaceful understanding will be 
reached, a general strike which will 
tie up the entire industry will be 
called shortly.’’ 


TWO HELD FOR ARSON 
IN CANDY STORE BLAZE 


Brophy Says Owner Admitted He 
Paid Stranger $200 to Fire 
Shop Near Bellevue. 








John Frinéxelas and his employe, 
James Bellas, were arrested last 
night charged with first degree ar- 
son for setting a fire in the confec- 
tionery store run by Frintzelas: across 
the street from Bellevue Hospital. 

Shortly after midnight esday 
morning Policeman Thomas Ai Gash- 
un reported he saw the two with 
another in the store as he tried doors 
along his beat, If an. hour ‘later .

darkened. Later, the iceman said, 
he saw the stranger leave in a taxi- 
cab with a bundle under his arm. 

As Gashun crossed Fifst Avenue 
he noticed smoke pouring from the 
store. He turned in a fire alarm 
and called Frintzelas and Bellas from 
the second and third floors. On the 
fourth floor he found Frank Slipe, 
47, his wife, Catherine, and their 
seven children, who in age 
from five to twenty. He conducted 
them all to safety. * one 

Frintzelas and Bellas were ques- 
tioned. Fire Marshal Brophy said 
Frintzelas confessed, implicatin 
Bellas in an alleged scheme to co 
lect $31,000 in fire insurance. 

Both insisted they did not know 
the name of the third man, although 
the police say Frintzelas admitted 
paying him $200 to set the fire and 
agreed to pay $200 more if it were 
successful.

CINCINNATI, May 7.—The twen- 
ty-eighth biennial Cincinnati May 
Music Festival opened tonight in the 
Music Hall before a brilliant audi- 
ence of more than 3,500 persons, in- 
cluding many from distant parts of 
the country come to renew old mem- 
ories at this famous musical insti- 
tution, so rich in traditions and long 
associated with the name of Theo- 


dore Thomas. An early colleague of 
this eminent figure in the. history 
of American music, Frederick Stock, 
conductor of the Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra, was once more at the 
leader’s desk tonight, conducting the 
festival chorus of 450 voices, a grou 
of distinguished soloists and the Cin- 
cinnati Symphony Orchestra in a 
performance of Mendelssohn’s ora- 
torio ‘‘St. Paul.’”’ The concerts will 
continue every evening and at two 
matinees this week, closing Satur- 
pay  mlent with ‘“‘Samson and Deli- 
ah. 

Mr. Stock began his association 
as a member of the orchestra, then 
under the direction of Thomas, 
whose leadership of the local fes- 
livals continued without interruption 
from 1873 until his death in 1905, 
when he was succeeded by Frank H. 
Van der Stucken. Mr. Stock was as- 
sociate conductor in 1908, 1910 and 
1912 and a guest conductor in 1925 
and 1927. For these reasons the ap- 
Plause which greeted him tonight 
carried an added tribute of personal 
affection from those present who re- 
membered him for this earlier work, 
which played an important part in 
the continued prestige enjoyed by 
these festival events. 


Old Friends Exchange Greetings. 


Long before the hour set for the 
opening of the concert tonight the 


stately foyer of the old Music Hall, 
with its marble statues of Theodore 
Thomas, Reuben R. Springer and 
other leaders in the establishment 
of the festivals in 1873, was crowded 
with early arrivals exchanging greet- 
ings with friends coming from afar 
and recalling the days when singers 
and instrumentalists now famous 
were introduced for the first time to 
the American public in this hall. 
Others whose fame was already se- 
cure. included Ernestine Schumann- 
Heink, noted in the audience last 
night and appearing here next Thurs- 
day afternoon. She sang at the 1900 
festival not only the alto airs in Bee- 
thoven’s Ninth Symphony and Men- 
delssohn’s ‘St. Paul,” but the so- 
prano music of Sieglinde in ‘‘Walk- 
Ure,’’ a feat which astonished the 
hearers of the young contralto whose 
American opera début had taken 
place only a season earlier. Other 
singers of an earlier day heard here 
years ago and recalled tonight by 
veteran festival rgd eri -included 
Annie Louise Cary, Materna, Georg 
Henschel, Emma Juch, Lilli Leh- 
mann, Edward Lloyd, Emil Fischer, 
Marcella Sembrich and Emma 
Eames. 


Rehearsing for Months. 


For many months the festival 
chorus has been rehearsing under 
the direction of Alfred Hartzel, who 
has been chorus master since 1908. 
Auxiliary forces to take part in the 
programs of the next four days in- 
clude the chorus of the Cincinnati 
Conservatory of Music. which has 
been prepared by John A. Hoffman; 
the College of Music Chorus, under 
the guidance of Sarah Yancy Kline; 
the Big Four Chorus, composed of 
railroad employes, trained by Joseph 
A. Surdo; the Woodward High 
School combined glee clubs, super- 
vised by E. Jane Wisenall, and a 
chorus of 150 boys from public and 
parochial schools, under the direction 
of J. Alfred Schehl. The organist is 
Lillian Tyler Plogstadt and the 
pianist Neva Remde Sandau. A large 
number of amateur and semi-profes- 
sional soloists resident in Cincinnati 
also will participate in the week’s 
events. 

The program follows in general the 
plan adhered to in former seasons 
of presenting a major oratorio, one 
or two classic choral works in the 
smaller.forms, two cantatas by mod- 
ern composers, an opera in concert 
form and short orchestral works to 
add variety to a program essentially 
choral. 

Among the works to be heard at 
succeeding concerts are the Bach 
‘‘Magnificat’’ and Vaughan Wil- 
liams’s ‘‘Sea Symphony’’ on Wednes- 
day; excerpts from Wagner’s ‘‘Ring”’ 
on Thursday afternoon, with Mme. 
Schumann-Heink singing the Erda 
and Waltraute scenes; Honegger’s 
“King David’? and Wolf-Ferrari’s 
“The New Life’ on Friday; Pierné’s 
mystery, ‘“‘The Children at Bethle- 
hem,”’ on Saturday afternoon and 
“Samson and Delilah’’ on Saturday 
evening. 

Among .the soloists assembled to 
perform these works several are al- 
ready well known to Cincinnati fes- 
tival audiences, including Dan Bed- 
doe, tenor; Nevada Van der Veer, 
contralto; Florence Austral, s0- 
prano, who made her Cincinnati 
début in 1925 while still virtually un- 
known here, and Fred Patton and 
Herbert Gould, bassos. 

Singers previously heard here in 
concert or opera are Jeannette Vree- 


land, soprano; -Marie Morrissey, 
contralto; Lawrence Tibbett, bari- 
tone; Dorothee Manski, soprano; 


Paul Althouse and Tudor Davies, 
tenors, and Cyrene Van Gordon, con- 
alto.

The hall was packed to capacity 
when Mr. Stock appeared. When 
the applause had died away, he sig- 
naled the audience to rise; while the 
orchestra began the opening meas- 
ures of ‘‘My Country 'Tis of Thee’’— 
which tradition dictates shall be 
sung at these events instead of ‘“The 
Star-Spangled Banner.”’ 

“St. Paul,” the first work of the 
youthful Mendelssohn in the field of 
oratorio, has not the power of dra- 
matic interest of ‘Elijah,’ whieh 
came ten years later. It is, however, 
characterized by an elegance of style, 
a vigor and a melodic charm which 
have always attracted the public. 

Its performance tonight, enlisting 
the services of Miss Vreeland, Miss 
Morrissey, Mr. Beddoe and Mr, Tib- 
bett, was one designed to emphasize 
the suave beauties of the score rather 
than its bolder elements. There was 
no lack of vigor. in the choral de- 
nunciations of the stoners of Stephen 
and the persecutors of Paul, but they 
had not. the heaven-storming vehe- 
mence sometimes achieved.

Former Alien Property Custodian 
Is Retarning to His Home 
at Wilmington, Del.

ATLANTA, Ga., May 7.—Thomas 
W. Miller, former Alien Property 
Custodian, released on parole from 
the Federal penitentiary here, where 
he has been ‘serving a sentence of 
eighteen months for conspiracy to 
defraud the government, tonight was 
on a train speeding to his home in 
Wilmington, Del.

Scholarship is worth 50 per cent 
more to the college student than the

Continued Irregular Decline in 
Stocks as Call Money 
Holds at 14%. 








Monday’s bid of 14 per cent for call 


jmoney on the Stock Exchange did 


not elicit sufficient offerings from 
outside markets to lower the rate; it 
held at the 14 per cent level all day 
yesterday. At the same time, the 
rate both for one-month collateral 
loans and for acceptances rose a 
trifle; in other words, the general 
money market tightened visibly. How 
far this was due to a fall of in- 
dividual bank reserves to the legal 
minimum is not easy to determine 
offhand, since the New York Asso- 
ciated Banks have for a year or more 
suppressed the week-end statements 
giving that information; but it is 
fair to assume that such a condition, 
temporary or otherwise, has had its 
part in the money market. 

The stock market moved uncertain- 
ly at the start, when the money rate 
did not yield, and most shares de- 
clined again in the later hours. The 
remark to the San Francisco bankers 
by the Governor of the Federal 
Reserve, that ‘‘we are coming into 
that period of the year when sea- 
sonal requirements will need a large 
amount of reserve credits,’’ and that 
this might determine the system’s 
policy on its official rates, disclosed 
nothing that was not perfectly well 
known beforehand; but it seemed to be 
taken unpleasantly by the speculative 
market. The day’s course of prices 
as a whole was irregular, and there 
were again a few advances of 2 to 6 
points. But these were exceptional; 
declines of 3 to 9 points occurred in 
numerous stocks whose price had 
lately been driven up, and even the 
“averages’’ were lowered 2 points or 
thereabouts. Transactions were the 
smallest of any but two days in the 
preceding fortnight. 

There was no recovery in yester- 
day’s wheat market, where the May 
delivery fell to $1.05, as against 
Monday’s low point for the period of 
$1.08. This will lend special interest 
to the forthcoming government esti- 
mate. On the other hand, much 
stress was laid on the highly favor- 
able statement of aggregate railway 
earnings for March and for the com- 
pleted first quarter of the year.

PROJECTS THIS YEAR 
TOTAL $392,644,050 


Plans for 412 New Buildings 
Filed in Manhattan—$256,491,- 
170 Gain Over Year Ago. 


Plans for 412 new buildings to 
cost $392,644,050 were filed with the 
Manhattan Bureau of Buildings dur- 
ing the first four months of this 
year, compared with plans for 571 
buildings to cost $136,152,880 sub- 
mitted for approval during the cor- 
responding period last year, accord- 
ing to a report yesterday by Charles 
Brady, superintendent of the bureau. 
This year’s figures show a loss of 
fifty-nine in proposed buildings, but 
a gain of $256,491,170 in money in- 
volved. Manv of this year’s proj- 
ects were filed to take advantage of 
regulations changed by the recently 
enacted multiple dwellings law. 

During the first third of this year 
applications were filed for making 
alterations to 921 buildings at a 
cost of $21,925,145, against 1,013, 
costing $17,546,084, during the same 
period last year. This is a loss of 
ninety-two in number of buildings 
to be changed, but a gain of $4,379.,- 
061 in money involved. 

The report for last month shows 
that plans were filed for 161 new 
buildings to cost $171,846,350, against 
sixty-two to cost $23,411,050 in April, 
1928. Last month’s plans call for the 
construction of eS eg tene- 
ments to cost $61,515,000, fifty-six 
hotels to cost $93,370,000, two other 
residences to cost $3,650,000, three 
store and loft buildings to cost $2,- 
061,000, nine office buildings to cost 
$8,805,000, one factory to cost $200,- 
000, one municipal building to cost 
$84,000, one place of amusement to 
cost $300,000, two hospitals to cost 
$2,170,000, six stables and ‘garages 10 
cost $590,800 and seven other struc- 
tures to cost $50,550. 

Applications were filed last month 
for making alterations to 277 \old 
buildings at a cost of $8,111,360, 
against 256, costing $2,545,169, in 
April, 1928.

Excellent weather for the observa- 
tion of the sun’s eclipse tomorrow 
was forecast today by Father José 
Coronas, general forecaster. He is- 
sued the following forecast for to- 
morrow: : 

‘‘Weather fair throughout the 
archipelago. Conditions are most fa- 
vorable for the observation of the 
eclipse and only local passing clouds 
could mar them. There is no sign 
of any atmospheric disturbances in 
the neighborhood of the Philippines.’’

Hope Settle Einstein Theory. 
Dr. Clyde’ Fisher,’ Curator of 


Astronomy of the American Museum | 


of Natural History, declared yester- 
day that it was likely. that the five- 
minute total eclipse of the sun which 
will be visible tomorrow in Sumatra, 
across the Malay Peninsula, China 
Sea and in the Philippines will yield 
sufficient corroborative evidence to 
prove ‘‘once and for all and beyond 
the ‘doubts of th. most skeptical’’ 
the validity of Einstein’s theory re- 
garding the deviation of light. 

‘“‘Weather permitting, the several 
expeditions ready to further test the 
Einstein theory at the eclipse tomor- 
row ‘will have a most unusual oppor- 
tunity to obtain absolute proofs of 
the theory,’’ he said. ‘‘Of the pos- 
sible, proofs of that theory, probably 
the most direct one comes from the 
apparent bending of rays of starlight 
as they pass close to the sun, a phe- 
nomenon which.can be observ at 
no other time except during a total 
eclipse of the sun. 

“Scientists do not expect that the 
rays ‘will arrive unbent. If such a 
thing happened, that would go far 
toward disproving the whole Ein- 
stein point of view. But that is some- 
thing very few scientists now believe 
possible. 

‘‘What will be obtained, if the pro- 
grams.of a majority of the parties go 
through successfully, is. more accu- 
rate quantitative information as to 
the Einstein effect. -Just how much 
is the light ray from the sun bent? 
That is an extremely important ques- 
tion, because on it depend many cal- 
culations based on the theories of 
relativity, as. are the new theories of 
the general curvature. of space.’’

It may be the result of the recombi- 
nation of disrupted atoms ejected 
from the sun at enormous speeds, 
in great jets like those of the sun’s 
Se Then, again, it may 
some kind of activation of loose 
matter. in space by waves of ultra- 
violet light or X-rays of some other 
radiation emitted the sun. One 
astronomer’s guess is as good as an- 
other’s right now, but we hope to 
convert guesses into certainties.’’
